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GOV. FLOWER IS AROUSED

THE BRIDGE AND RAILROAD BILLS 
MUST BE AMENDED. 


BOTH WILL BE RECALLED TO-DAY TO 
PREVENT VETOES— PLAIN WORDS 
FROM THE GOVERNOR REGARDING 
FRANCHISES, 

ALBANY, March 7.—Gov. Flower’s backbone 
hes not weakened, and to-morrow the Brookiyna 
Bridge billand the Jay Gould bobtail elevated 
railway job will be recalled by their introducers 
end amended in the manner which the Governor 
has suggested. It is a bard bluw to the ma 
chine. 

Up to the assembling of the Legisiature this 

pvening the men bebind the bills expressed the 
ntmost confidence that Gov. Flower would in 
the end sign them. Both Senater McCarren 
(Dem., Kings,) and Assemblyman Sullivan 
(Dem., New-York,) asserted with vehemence 
that the bilis would never be recalled. “The 
Governor can sign or veto them,” said the 
former. “If he don’t want to sign he ean veto,” 
pbeerved the latter. 
, The pressure brought to bear upon the Gov- 
ernor has been simply terrific. Even Senator 
Hill has sent meseages from New-York that it 
would be expedient for him to meet the wishes 
pf the Brooklyn people. Chairman Murphy of 
the Democratic State Committee has been un- 
remitting in his attendance at the Executive 
Chamber and extremely solicitous over the 
Governor's position. But Mr. Flower has never 
wavered. He bas been a Director in corpora 
tions of all kinds, prosperous and impoverished, 
large and small, limited and unlimited, for 
twenty-three years. He has seen the Granger 
roads develop from an almost worthless corpo- 
ration to the wealthiestin the Northwest He 
is bringing to bear upon his present position the 
valuable experiences be acquired in Wall Street 
two decades ago. His proposition to the bridge 
builders is this: 

“If you are sincere you will consent to pay a 
certain percentage of your earnings into the 
Treasury of the city which gives you this great 
franchise when your receipts aggregate $8,000 
aday. If you are not sincere you will object to 
the payment of any sum, no matter what your 


receipts may be, in order that the franchise will 
be more valuable to you and more readily dis- 
posed of.” 

Hie time for action on the Bridge bill expires 
at midnight to-morrow. Its friends have held 
out until the last moment and allowed it to re- 
main with him in the hope that some of the 
pumeronus politicians who have called would 
yersuade the Governor to affix his signature. 
hey have all been disappointed. The only re- 
course left to the schemers now is to recall 
the bills and amend them. Persons who are 
near to the Governor declare that the bills will 
pither be returned that way or with a veto. 
The Brooklyn people are not disposed to see 
the bille die. They will have them recalled. 

Seme of the Brooklyn men are in great glee 
to-night over what they are pleased to term the 
* victory over the Railroad Commission.” Gov. 
Flower sent the bobtail elevated bill to the com- 
mission for an opinion as to its merits. After 
several hours’ work, the commission unani- 
mously reported that the Legislature ought to 
reserve the right to impose a tax upon the road 
at somne time in the future when it became self- 
sustaining. In some mysterious manner this re- 
port leaked out and reached Senator McCarren’s 
pars. McCarren accompanied by his colleague, 
Senator McCarty, (Dem., Kings,) promptly in- 
terviewed the three Commissioners, Messrs. 
Beardsley, Rickard, and Baker. After much 
earnest argument, twoof the Commissioners, 
Beardsley and Rickard, decided to adopt the 
views of the Brooklyn Senators, who had urged 
that the present bill could be signed now with- 
put detriment tothe public,and thatany de- 
fects it possessed could be remedied by subse- 
quent legislation. 

According to the statement of the Brooklyn 
meu, Commissioner Baker was the only Com- 
missioner who voted to sustain the original re- 
— of the commission. This piece of work, 

owever, affords an example of the manner in 
which the Railway Commission transacts its 
business and how it permits politics to con- 
trol it upon an important matter for no 
pther reason than that the person who de- 
mands the legislation is a Democratic boss and 
a iwwember of the Democratic State Committee 
with one of the Commissioners. And this same 
board, which veered around so hurriedly on an 
jmportant matter to oblige this same Brooklyn 
boss, itis now threatened to convert into a 
partisan board, because the Brooklyn boss de- 
mands that one of his followers be appointed a 
Commissioner. 

The Railway Commission has always been re- 
garded as above the level of politics, as one of 
Lhe State boards absolutely free from the con- 
Laminating touch of politics. It was not until 
David B. Hill forced Judge Beardsley’s nomina- 
tion from Gov. Flower that the true political 
tharacter of the board became known, and the 
advent of another Democrat subservient to Boss 
McLaughlin or to the present Democratic lead- 
ers would, after the developments of the last 
week, affect the board in the public estimation 
in much the same way as Judge Maynard’s ap- 
pointment aflected the Court of Appeals. 

In order that his position might be better un- 
deratood onthe granting*of these enormous 
franchises, Gov. Flower to-night sent to the 
Legislature a message embodying his views. 
He indulges ip aftiing at the press, which may 
be justified by the indulgence with which the 
press has treated him since he has been Goy- 
ernor; and ip consideration of the fact that the 
puliy corporation bille which the “ hystericai 
gress’ bas denounced are the very bilis which 
he now refuses to sign, the inaptness of hie 
sriticism simply exposes him to ridicule, and 
jeada to the suspicion that some of the Hill ad- 
risers whom he has kept around him are trying 
to make trouble for him. Herois the message: 

STATE OF NEW-YORK, EXECUTIVE CHAMBER, n 
ALBANY, March 7, 1892. § 
To the Legislature: 

There are bills now awaiting Executive action and 
others still pending in the Legislature atfecting 
public interests in the Cities of New-York and 
Brooklyn, which are said to bestow upon certain 
corporations unusual privileges and valuable fran- 
chises, without any commensurate compensation to 
those municipalities. 

I cail the attention of the Legislature to these 
measures because, in my judgment, the public is not 
only averse to legislation ior favored individuals, but 
demands a practical and intelligent comprehension 
op the part of the lawmaking power of the relation 
that should exist betwhen the municipality which 
has lucrative public franchises to grant and the cor- 
porations which seck them for the emoluments the 
ure cxpected to yield. ‘he great cities of New-Yor 
and Brooklyn have passed beyond the experimental 
stage of their growth and development. Their popu- 
lations and wealth will continue to increas6, and their 
power and linportance will become greater year by 
yoar, but the rate of their progress and the measure 
of their attractiveness in the years to come depend 
largely upon the farsightedness and wisdom of the 
present generation. The time has passed for tempo- 
lary makeshilts in the line of public imprevements, 
The need of to-day is w build for the future, taking 
instruction from the past, and holding uppermost the 
comfort and prosperity of the people of those great 
municipalities. 

The present condition of the Cities of New-York 
and Brooklyn, as atiects municipal framohieses, is 
somewhat critical. Their ultimate futare growth 
being assured, and present possessors of public 
privileges, such as the use of streets for railway pur- 
poses, having made jarge returns upon their invest- 
ed capital, remaining iw unicipa! franchises as yet un- 
bestowed poseess great present value, or, if not 
offering hope of being immediately lucrative, can 
reasonably be expecteti to have sume value in the 
future. What shal! be the cities’ atlimde toward the 
— which seck these municipal privileges? 

I have no sympathy with that immoderate concern 
for public interests Which sees a bogy in every cor- 

rate enterprise of a publiccharacter, Nor do I 
approve that wholesale denunciation of men and 
motives with which & well-meaning but some- 
what shortsighted and hysterical press evi- 
Gentiy considers it a duty to greet every corpo- 
rete attempt to obtain municipal privileges. ‘The 

tion which prompts such an attitude is emi- 

uently praiseworthy, and its exercise has prevented 
corporate outrage; but indulged, as it often is, in. 
tely and to excess, it has retarded public 
improvements, has placed the great metropolis of 
the country behind many smaller cities in facilities 
of transit and other public services, and has result. 
ed in riveting only the more tightly the fetters of 
exiating monopolistic control. sucii narrowness and 
provivcialism are unwortyy of the largest city of our 


country. 

I think the people believe in the encouragement of 
public improvements. I think that they prefer, so 
far ag possible, that these should ve undertaken at 
private expense, and should be managed by private 
enterprise. I think they are averse to the inter. 
position of any unnecessary or arbitrary restrictions, 
which will hamper improvements or deter invest- 
ment; but I think they are caw A unanimous in 
expecting the bestowal of munic pal franchises to be 
surrounded with reasonable safeguards for subserv- 
ing the public interests, and to be based upon terme 
ap ely — with the value of the 

anted. 

Diy view of this manifest public sentiment and in 
the interest of intelligent and far-sighted legisiation 
J commend to the attention of the Legislature this 
subisct of municipal franchises, and respectfully 
sugges? that itreceive careful consideration in the 
sha of bills now pending and hereafter to be in- 
Galeeni. The subject is surrounded, I am aware, 
with preetical difficulties, but if it is =p. 
eheé in goed fsith and with the sole

with the granting of a franchise for the building of a 
surface railway on Broadway, New-York, the Legis- 
jature passed what ig Known @s the Caator act, the 
distinguishing feature of which, eo far as it relates 
to the value of street railway frenchises, was, that 
the latter should be sold at auction to the highest 
bidder. Cheoretically, the sale of a public franchise 
to the highest bidder is sound in primciple and 
ought to work wellin practice, but at a matter of 
fuct the operation of the Cantor act has been a dis- 
appointment, It has favored existing transit monop- 
olies at the expense of much needed transit 
improvements. It has encouraged irresponsible bids 
from elleged companies, whose only motives were to 
defeat possible rivals or to force responesible ond 
honest companies to buy off their opposition. Very 
little revonue has Veen turned into municipal treas- 
uries by reason of it, and cities have been deprived 


| of the benefit from tho rise in real estate values 


which always accompanies improved means of inter- 
communtcation. By the auction provision of the 
Cantor act as it now stands the Legislature has 
actually retarded public improvements and the 
soneeqasnt appreciation of values in New. York and 
Brooklyn. The danger now seems to be, however, 
thatit may goto the other extrome, aud legislate 
away valuable franchises for practically nothing. 

To gnard against that danger, and at the same time 
to offer encouragement to private enterprise for pub- 
licitmprovement, I suggest whether a wise solution 
of the problem 1s not to be found iu a careful soheme 
of municipal compensation based upon future 
earnings. rather than upon present  esti- 
mates and the uncertain values of privileges 
granted. The present worth of franchises isa diffi- 
cult matter to calculate. A public franchise which 
to-day may seem of little or no value in twenty- 
five years may be of great valine, or a privi- 
lege which to-day men would pay well for in a 
fow years may have lostits valao. Capital is timid 
and will not take creat risks, save with the expeota- 
tion of large returns. The publi¢e which 
has franchises to dispose of must for its 
own welfare encourage their disposal, should not be- 
grudge reasonably large returns for the risks taken, 
but should require a fair share of the profits 
when they accrae from  0»privileges which 
it has granted. The most sensible attitude 
for the public, in my judgment, is that 
which welcomes improvements by withholding un- 
reasonable or doubtful restrictions, but insists that if 
a franchise granted shali prove remunorative the 
municipality, as a grantee, shall be reasonably com- 
pensated therefor. 

This is a business proposition which in its general 
principle ought to satisfy both the public and 
the franchise-secking investor. It makes the 
interests of both common. The working out 
in detail of such a general scheme of munic- 
ipal compensation must necessarily fall largely 
upon the Legislature, in authorizing the bestowal of 
various kinds of franchises. Had it been adopted 
years ago, to-day the City of New-York, for instance, 
would be enjoying a share, at least, of the im- 
mense profits now earned by elevated railroads, 
surface railroads, and other public corporations 
which pay practically norevenue to the local Treas- 
ury for the special privileges possessed. During the 
last ten years the City of Paris has paid into the 
Treasury of that city $40,000,000, besides lighting 
the streets and public buildings at cost, and 
the annual revenues to the city from 
railroad, gas, water, cab, and other companies which 
enjoy public privileges vary from $6,000,000 to 
$x,000,000. This experience ought to bo valuable 
as indicating the possibilities of increasing by proper 
legislation the indirect revenues of our own munio- 
ipalities, and of relieving by just so much the 
burdens of direct taxation — the people. 

I beepeak for the whole subject the earnest study 
and deliberation which its present and future im- 

ortance demands, and which the current popular 
nterest expects at the hands of the Jawmaking 
power. ROSWELL P. FLOWER. 





ATTEMPT TO WRECK A TRAIN. 


—_——_—>—_ 
STONES PILED ON THE TRACK—NAR- 
ROW ESCAPE FROM DISASTER. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., March 7.—There was a 
dastardly attempt to wreck tlie fast Chicago ex- 
press on the Hudson River Railroad which left 
New-York at 6 o’clock last evening. The train 
was composed mostly of sleeping cars. The 
conductor was Charles Wickes. It arrived here 
on time and left at 8:05 P. M. forthe West. It 
passed Barrytown on time, running at the rate 
of fifty miles an hour, 

Half a mile north of Barrytown, and at the 
darkest edgé of the Aspinwall woods, the engine 
plowed into dressed stones, each two or three 
feet square, which had been placed upon the 
rails. So sudden was the collision that the 
engineer had hardly time to reverse his engine 
and apply the brakes before the locomotive 
struck the obstruction. . 

Passengers were thrown from their seats and 
the greatest consternation ensued in every car. 
For a hundred feet the powerful locomotive 
forced its way through the obstruction, hurling 
the stones one side and tearing up the ties. 
Strange to say, neither the locomotive nor any 
of the cars were derailed. 

The train passed Barrytown at 8:27 P. M., 
and inlessthan a minute afterward the crash 
came in what isa known as the ‘‘Rock Cut.” The 
ground on each side of the tracks there has al- 
ways been filled with ties and dressed bridge 
stones, andit was some of these that had been 
placed upon the rails. As soon as it was ascer- 
tained that the train was only slightly injured 
it wenton. At midnight Chief Detective Hum- 
phrey of the railroad and allof his men in this 
city were at the scene and an investigation was 
commenced. 

The work was undoubtedly that of one man, 
for on both sidesof the track the ground was 
soft, and new footprints of only man were visi- 
ble, extending from where the stones were 
taken to the track. Itis a significant fact, also, 
that the obstructions were placed on the rails 
after 7:52 P. M., because a freight train passed 
safely north at that time; so that what the mis- 
creant did had to be done quickly. Even the 
marksinthe ground from where the stones 
were taken were visible. Itis evident that he 
avoidea using ties because it was a bright 
moonlight night, and the engineer would have 
seen them. There is no flagman for a mile north 
of the spot or for a half-mile south. 

Suspicion rests upon two local characters at 
Barrytown. They are closed watched, and if 
they attempt to leave they will be arrested. It 
is a great wonder that there was not a fearful 
accident. 

The bill which proposes to enable the Gov- 
ernorto name Police Justices for towns was 
called upin the House late this evening, and 
again inet with the opposition of Lane of Union 
and Nash of Camden, both Democrats, who 
nade protests against the robbing of the people 
of their right for the establishment of a local 
personal machine.

IN HARRISON’S OWN STATE,

EVERY COUNTY BUT ONE WILL 
PORT THE ADMINISTRATION. 


INDIANAPOLIS, March 7. — Tho Republican 
State Convention, to elect delegates at large to 
the National Convention, will meet here on 
Thursday. Every county will send a Harrison 
delegation with the exception of Allen, 
R. TT. McDonald and ex - Congressman 
White of Fort Wayne are expected here at the 
head of the Allen County delegation. If they 
eome they will protest against resolutions in- 
structing for Harrison. The Harrison managers 
say that the previous question will be applied, 
if necessary, to prevent anti-Administration 
speeches in the convention. 

McDonald was defeated for delegate to the 
National Convention before the Twelfth Dis- 
trict Convention last Thursday. He caused the 
Allen County delegates to bolt because the two 
delegates selected by the Harrison faction did 
not receive a majority of all the votescast. Mo- 
Donald and White are the wealthiest Republicans 
of Fort Wayne. They have secured nearly a 
whole floor of the West Hotel in Minneapolis for 
the accommodation of anti-Harrison Republio- 
ans from Fort Wayne, who will go to the Na 
tional Convention in a special train. McDonald 
willcontest the legality of the two Harrison dele- 
gates from the Fort Wayne district. Four years 
age McDonald was astrong Gresham man. It 
is said that he contributed liberally to the Har- 
rison campaign fund, and his friends say that 
he was promised the privilege of naming the 
Postmaster of Fort Wayne, which promise Har- 
risop did not keep when he reached the White 
House.’ Hence McDonald’s present attitude, 

Through a split in the Democratic ranks in 
1886 White was elected to Congress in a strong 
Democratic district. He made a hopeless race 
for re-election in 1888, and spent his money 
freely to assist the mational ticket. As the re- 
tiring Congressman White claimed the right of 
controlling the appointments in his own 4dis- 
trict. The President ignored him entirely. 

There has been a readjustment of the slate 
for delegates at large. Ex-Secretary of State 
Grittin isto be dropped and Chairman Gowdy 
of the State Committee substituted. The other 
delegates will be ex-Seoretary of the Navy 
Richard W. Thompson, ex-Congressman Stan- 
ton J. Peelle, and Newland T. De Pauw, as here- 
tofore announced exclusively in THE TIMES. 
Griffin took part in the county seat fight before 
the last Legislature, and the majority of the del- 
egates of his own county (Lake) are opposed to 
him; hence his name had to be_ taken 
off the MHarrison slate. Lew Wallace, 
who declined to go to the National Con- 
vention from the Terre Haute district, 
has notified the Harrison managers that he 
would notgoasa delegate at largeif elected. 
Itie generally supposed that Wallace is sore be- 
cause the President did not reward him with a 
place in the Diplomatio Service. 

The convention to nominate a Republican 
Btate ticket will be held at Fort Wayne, June 28.

FREE AND MARRIED AGAIN 


THE BARONESS DE STUERS GEIS 
HER DIVORCE, 


WEDDED THE SAME DAY TO ELLIOTT 
ZBOROWSKI — JUDGE AIKENS’S 
STATEMENT OF BARON DE 8STUERS’S 
CRUELTIES. 


BroUX Faye, 8 D., March 7.—Baroness de 
Etuers was granted a divores to-day. The de- 
oree was filed by Judge Aikens. In his decision 
he does not review the case, but simply records 
a number of findings of fact. Among them are 
the following statements: Since their marriage 
the Baron has been guilty of acts of extreme 
cruelty toward the Baroness, which have in- 
flicted grievous mental sufferings upon her. The 
acts consisted of repeated violent exhibitions 
of ill temper and unmerited censure in the pres- 
ence of others, culminating on June 13, 1890, in 
the Baron spiriting away from the society, ous- 
tody, and control of his wife her two minor 


‘children upon the pretext that she was in an 


unbalanced state of mind and that her children 
were in danger of being affected by her malady 
if they were allowed to be with her. In justifi- 
cation of this act the Baron presents the certifi- 
cates of certain physicians, one of whom isa 
renowned specialist in nervous diseases. The 
extent of the acquaintance of the said physi- 
cians with the Baroness, the Judge finds, were 
insufficient for any human being to form an in- 
telligent and just opinion on. The daughter was 
placed in a convent by a scheme which it would 


not be doing violence to reasonable inference to 
find was inits inception intended to end in the 
incarceration of the mother, and was sufficient 
to warrant plaintif® in ceasing to live and co- 
habit with the Baron. 

Tbe conclusion of the law is to the effect that 
the marriage is dissolved and both freed from 
the obligation thereof. The custody of the 
minor child, Margarethe Eugenie Abel Victorine 
de Stuers, is given to the mother, as she request- 
ed in her original complaint. 

The Baroness is still ill at the Cataract. She is 
slightly better than at any time since her {ll- 
ness, which followed the trial. 

Immediately after tue filing of the deoree a 
marriage license was issued by the Clerk of the 
court permitting the marriage of Elliott Zbo- 
rowski and Margaret de Stuers. This brings 
the whole trial to a climax which will be a sur 
prise to the New-York friends of each. Zbo- 
rowski is a New-Yorker of wealth, being an 
owner of the Broadway Theatre. He haa been 
the constantcompanion of the Baroness through 
allher troubles. 

The Baroness and Zborowski were married 
late to-day. 





BIG SHIPMENT OF TIN PLATES. 


THE AMERICAN “INDUSTRY” NOT KEEP- 
ING-THE WELSH ARTICLE OUT. 


LOXDON, March 7.~The new British steamer 
Massachusetts, Capt. Williams, arrived at Swan- 
sea last night, where she will load for New-York 
3,000 tons of tin plates. This will be the largest 
shipment of tin plates to the United States 
since the McKinley bill went into effect. 


When asked about the trade in tin plates, re- 
ferring to this dispatch, the senior member of 
the firm of Charles 8. Trench & Co., tin-plate 
brokers at 54 Cliff Street, said: 

“Yes, thatis a good big shipment and shows 
pretty clearly that there is no surplus stock of 


American tin plates, as some persons would 
have us believe, under the present tariff. The 
high price which the consumer must pay, both 
for imported and domestic tin plates, has had 
the effect, however, of reducing the general con- 
sumption. Now that the price of tin plates has 
been forced up, roofers and boxmakers are let- 
ting tin alone and going back to other materials. 

“The American output of tin plates has had 
no effect, so far, upon the situation. As I 
said in my circular three months ago, it isa 
matter of business, and not of politios, that up 
to the present moment not one sheet of coke 
tins, which oonstitute over half of our entire 
requirements, has yet been puton the market 
by the American manufacturers, and that the 
present output of all kinds does not constitute 
1 per cent. of the entire consumption of tin 
plate in America. Again, itis a matter of busi- 
ness that the small lots to be got have been 
olfered at prices considerably above what the 
same quality can be imported at, even under the 
increased duty. 

“But there is some activity in ao certain 
branch of the trade.’ I oall it a branch of the 
trade. Itis, more correctly speaking, the whole 
‘American industry’ to which eg is 
given by the workings of the McKinley bill. 
This is the tinning of cold rolled pickled and an- 
nealed steel plates, which are imported all ready 
for tinning atadnty of 1.4 cents to 1.6 cents 
pér pound The duty imposed upon the tin 
plates finished is 2.2 cents per pound. So that 
the tinning of these plates is what the ‘ Amer- 
ican industry’ virtually amounts to. To 
do this as cheaply as possible, some 
American manufacturers are busy importing 
Welsh patent tin ots, in which the 
sheets are dipped by Welsh workmen. Amer- 
ican workmen will doubtless learn from them 
aftera time. But the extent of this so-called 
*home industry,’ compared with the business 
of preparing the pilates in the rolling mills, is 
utterly insignificant Why, the whole plant 
for dipping the plates’ may be set up for, say, 
$1,000, whereas the foundation stones and con- 
crete upon which arolling mill, with ite very 
heavy machinery, must be built cannot be put 
in place for less than $20,000, 

" Why is not the whole eg of manufact- 
nre done here? Because the iron is cheaper in 
England. If there was more money in the whole 
tin-plate business here than in something eleo, 
would not Mr. Carnegie gointoit? Asthe mat- 
ter stande now, the present duty on tin plates, 
with no duty on pigtin, presents a bonus of 
from 55 cents to 80 cents per hundredweight, 
for the extra cost of tinning in America, as 
compared with Waies, which the American con- 
sumer has to pay-all for the pretection of an 
American industry which is an utterly insigniti- 
cant fraction, in cost, of the whole industry of 
tin-plate making, under whose family name it 
masquerades.”’ 





CHARGED WITH BRIBERY.

SARATOGA POLICE COMMISSIONERS AC- 
CUSED OF PROTECTING GAMBLERS. 


SARATOGA, N. Y., March 7.—Rumors have 
been afloat for several days charging the Police 
Commissioners with receiving bribes from the 
owners of gambling houses asa guarantee that 
they would be unmolested during the Summer 
season.

JOHN BOYD THACHER PAYS THE PEN- 
ALTY OF HIS SUBSERVIENCY. 


ALBANY, March 7.—One of David B. Hiil’s pet 
tooters was overwholmingly rotired to-night 
from the Presidency of one of the foremost 
Democratic clubs of the State.

IN A SUIT ON A NOTE HE IN- 
DORSED. 


Boston, March 7.—Judge Braley of thé Super- 
ior Court has given judgment against Gen. 
Butler for a little over $16,000 in asuit brought 
by the Prescott National Bank of Lowell ona 
note made by A. 8. Woodworth and Harry H. 
Hale for $12,500, dated June 13, 1886, and pay- 
able in four months to Gen. Butler. 

The suit was against Gen. Butler as indorser 
of the note, which he discounted. The note was 


protested for non-payment, and the General, on 
being sued, in April, 1890, set up as a defense 
that the bank had no title because it had bought 
it of 8. F. Moseley & Co. of Boston, brokers, and 
did not discount it directly. Another defense 
set up later in the case was that the note was 
— on the Lord’s day and was illegal and 
void. 

The General did not personally appear in 
court, being engaged in Washington at the time 
appearing in defense of another suit against 
him, in which the Soldiers’ Home is a plaintiff. 

The plaintiff admitted that the note was made 
on a Sunday, but declared that that made no 
difference, because it was suing an indorser 
and the indorsement was made on a Saturday, 
July 10, 1886. The bank’s judgment is for the 
face of the note and accrued interest The Gen- 
eral will take the case to the Supreme Court.

LONDON COUNTY COUNCIL. 


THE PROGRESSIVES HAVE A LARGE 
MAJORITY. 


Loxpon, March 7.—The final returns of tho 
elections for members of the London County 
Council, which were held Saturday last, show 
the return of an overwhelming majority of 
Progressives, or Liberals. 

The new Council will consist of 84 Progress- 
ives and 34 Moderates, or Conservatives. 

Among the Conservatives elected is the Duke 
of Norfolk, one of the largest landlords of Lon- 
don, who is bitterly opposed to the so-called 
Socialistic tendencies of the Liberal members of 
the Council.

BRAVE RESCUE OF A OREW. 

WASHINGTON, March 7.—On March 4 as the 
schooner Union of Cape Charles City, Va, was 
passing out of Hog Island Inlet on‘her way to 
the wreck of the schooner Harry W. Anderson, 
which it was intended to blow up, she became 
disabled and was swept by the tide into the 
breakers which covered the shoals for miles. 
The crew of the Hog Island Life-Saving Station 
put off in their boats and after a hard pull of 


three miles through the breakers rescued the 
seven men on the vessel just before she struck 
on Pig Island and went to pieces. 

A strong gale was blowing and the sca was 60 
rough that the sailors could barely hold out 
themselves until the life-savers reached the 
vessel. One of them was washed overboard 
and was with dirficulty resoned by means of a 
line. He was badly ixjured. 





LODGED IN A MEXICAN PRISON.

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ESQUIMAULT’S DEFENSES 


—~-— 


DISCUSSED YESTERDAY IN THE 
HOUSE Of COMMONS. 


FAULT FOUND WITH CANADA FOR NOT 
TAKING HER SHARE OF THE BUR- 
DEN—A MOTION FOR THEIR IMME- 
DIATE COMPLETION DEFEATED. 


Lonpon, March 7.—In the House of Commons 
to-day Sir Stafford Northcote, member for Exe- 
ter, called the attention of the House to the 
state of the defenses at Esquimalt, a seaport of 
British Columbia, on Vancouver Island, sixty- 
three miles from the entrance of the Strait of 
Juan de Fuca. Esquimalt has a navy yard,a 
hospital, and other necessary buildings for the 
requirements of the British squadron, and Sir 
Stafford asked what steps had been taken to se- 
cure the completion of the works required for 
the protection of the harbor. 

The Canadian Pacifico Railway, Sir Stafford 
Northcote said, now offered an alternative route 
to the East and would be of immense service to 
the empire in the event of war. Therefore it 
was of importance to complete the defenses in 
the soonest time possible, and he made a mo- 
tion that the fortifications be hastened to com- 
pletion. 

Rear Admiral Edward Field, member for East- 
bourne, Sussex, said he thought the question of 
imperial expenses ought not to be thrownsolely 
on the Imperial Government. 

Mr. Ronald Craufurd Munro-Ferguson, mem- 
ber for Leith, regretted that Canada was covad- 
ing her share of the imperial burdens of de- 
fenses. The House, he declared, would not 
hesitate to urge the Government to expend 
money on the defenses. 

The Right Hon. Edward Stanhope, Secretary 
of State for War, said he regarded the question 
both from an imperial and colonial point of 
view. Tho importance of Esquimalt had enor- 
mously increased during the last few years. He 
regretted that the works were not yet com- 
pleted, all the moreso because the defenses 
of all the coaling stations had reached comple- 
tion, with the single exception of Esquimalt. 
The Government hoped to shortly see that 
place properly defended. The State had there- 
fore promised to provide guns, mining stores, 
skilled engineers, and plans, and Canada ought 
to provide tho sites, construct the fort works on 
which the guns would be erected, and maintain 
them. 

Victoria and New South Wales, the Secretary 
added, had defrayed the cost of fort works, and 
even contributed to the support of the local 
squadron. The Imperial Government had asked 
the Canadian Government to carry out the 
works, but he was sorry to say that, although 
the guns were ready, the fort works had not yet 
been commenced. The Admiralty had put in 
training men suitable for a garison at Esquimalt, 
andthey would be ready to send when they 
were wanted. The Government had shown its 
willingness to spend money on the works and 
its determination to give every assistance to 
Canada. He had recently telegraphed to the 
Canadian Government that the works should 
beundertaken and the defenses carried out. 
He was quite sure, as things stood at 
present, that Canada was also determined 
to complete the works. The new Canadian 
Minister of Militia and Defense was keenly im- 
bued with the desire to carry out the works, and 
the, Imperial Government had confidence that 
no difficulty would stand in the way of a suc- 
cessful issue. He would spare no effort to co- 
operate with the Canadians. Both Governments 
desired to remove the reproach resting upon 
them jointly. 

The Secretary declared in conclusion that 
urgency existed for executing the works, and 
he assured the House that the spirit of the mo- 
tion would be observed. 

Mr. John E. Redmond, member for Waterford 
City, condemned the action of the Government 
in not carrying out the plan of fortification in- 
dependent of the assistance of the Canadian 
Government. 

Sir Stafford Northcote’s motion that the de- 
fenses of Esquimalt be at once completed was 
then put to vote. It was defeated without a 
at¥ision of the House.

MONTAGU TO BE TRIED AT THE

LonpDoON, March 7.—A dispatch from Coleraine 
states that counsel for Mrs. Annie Margaret 
Montagu, who was held by the Coleraine police 
magistrates for trial at the assizes on the 
charge of manslaughter growing out of the 
death of her three-year-old daughter, who was 
tound choked to death in a dark room at Cron- 
more House, the Montagu residence, at Port 
Stewart, County Londonderry, has secured a 
change of venue on the ground that public feel- 
ing in the Province of Ulster, of which London- 
derry is a part, is so against the accused that it 
would be impossiblo for her to secure a fair 
trial in that province.

CHARGED WITH HEAVY THEFTS, 


ARREST OF DIRECTOR EVANS OF THE 
SPRING GARDEN BANK. 


PHILADELPHIA, Mareh 7.—Nelson F. Evans, @ 
Director of the Spring Garden Bank at the time 
of its failure, was arrested to-day on a warrant 
issued by Commissioner Bell, charging him 
with the embezzlement of $60,000 from that 
institution during his last three years’ connee- 
tion with it. 

The warrant was sworn out by Albert R. 
Barrett, the Government expert, who has gone 
over the bank’s entangled accounts, and it re- 
cites that besides committing this Evans aided 
and abetted the two Kennedys in their steal- 
ings. In addition a demand has been made 
upon District Attorney Graham to cause 
Evans's arrest on a charge of defrauding the 
Pennsylvania Trust Company, which was a sort 


of annex to the bank and went down with it, 
out of $45,000. Evidence in support of this 
Was submitted by the Depositors’ Association 
of the trust company. They also turned over 
to the District Attorney the report of John E. 
Hines, the expert accountant who investigated 
the books of the trust company, and, it ie al- 
loged, discovered a shortage which Evans was 
responsible for. 

From @ source indisputable as te authority it 
isioarned that Evans's misappropriations are 
not covered by the $60,000, but that they ag- 
gregate over $300,000. The $60,000, it is said, 
was embezzled within the last three rears, and 
that amount is all the law oan hold him for, 
as the Ly was misappropriated prior to 
1389 and legal action is prevented by the 
Statute of Limitation, which is three years. 

It has been known at_the Spring Garden Bank 
forsome time that his accounts were not atraight, 
but legal action could not be taken against 
him, because it was not clearly shown that he 
had conspired with any of the officials to de- 
fraud the depositors or stockholders. Accord- 
ing to the banking laws of the United States a 
Director of a bank is not an officer. Hence 
Evana waa safe until it was discovered that he 
had conspired with the officials to defraud This 
discovery was made a week or two ago, but it 
was known only toa few,and to-day’s action 
was not taken until his accounts for the past 
three years had been carefully and thoroughly 
investigated. 

Evans was arrested in his office in the Drexel 
Buulding, ead, after lunching with the Deputy 
Marshal who served the warrant upon him, 
went before Commissioner Bell. His counsel 
was not present, and, after pleading “ not 
guilty,” he was held in $15,000 for a hearing to- 
morrow morning. 

Evans isthe man who was strongly resom- 
mended by Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
Nettleton for receiver of the broken Keystone 
National Bank. This was just before the failure 
of the Spring Garden National Bank and Penn 
syluania Trust Company.

My only motive in signing the 
petition was that which should actuate any 
good citizen who knows and understands the

OPPONENTS OF FREE COINAGE CAUGH® 
IN THEIR RULES—THE DAY FOR THE 
BLAND BILL’S DISCUSSION SET—RE- 
PUBLICANS HELP THE SILVER MEN, 


WASHINGTON, March 7.—Speaker Crisp is get- 
ting tobea very good Hill man. Having se- 
cured hia election by representing himself to 
be an ardent tariff reformer, who was there 
fore entitled to the support of North 
ern men who desired tariff reform be 
fore all political relief, he has now 
flown in the face of his Northern support by 
working a “snap” rule upon that section of 
the Democratic House that regards the passage 
of a Free Silver bill as at once a menace to 
party success and a just oause for a withdrawal 
of confidence on the part of business men. 

Not until this morning, when the Democratia 
war broke out, had any Democrat suspected 
how absolute was the power conferred in the 
new rules upon the Speaker and his two assist- 
ants on the Committee on Rales. Allatonce it 
has flashed upon them that, with only 
moderate regard for party discipline, 
the Committee on Rules may be the 
worst three-headed legislative monster 
that ever invaded a legislative bill to expel de- 
libration. The plan of the free-sitver men for 
bringing the resolution, setting March 22, 23, 
and 24 for consideration of the Bland bill to a 
quick vote, was undoabdtedly discussed beforg 
this morning, and it must have met the ap- 
provalof the Speaker. The Republicans were 
probably not taken into the conference, but 
they behaved just as if they had been there and 
as if the silver men had procured their tem- 
porary assistance, 

A week ago Mr. Catchings (Dem., Miss.,) re- 
ported the resolution fixing March 22, 23, and 
24 for consideration of the Bland bill, and gave 
notice that he would this morning cali it up 
for consideration. General notice had been 
given to silver men and anti-silver men to be 
present, but the opponents of free silver at least 
did not look for the resolution until after 
the reading of the Journal had been completed, 
To the amazement, therefore, of Mr. Tracey, 
(Dem., N. Y.,) Williams, (Dem., Mass.,) Warner, 
(Dem., N. Y..) Fitoh, (Dem., N. Y.,) and other 
opponents of the measure, Mr. Catchings, before 
the Chaplain had quite completed the “* Amen” 
to his opening prayer, obtained recognition 
from the Speaker to call up the report of the 
Committee on Rules, 

This “snap” proceeding brought Mr. Tracey 
to his feet in protest. He directed attention to 
the tact that the Journal had not been read. 

The Speaker knew that, but he declared that 


it wasinorder for the gentleman from Miasis- 
sippitocall up the resolution. The Spoaker’s 
voice was sharp; it was full of resolution, and it 
was evidently against Mr. Tracey. 

Mr. Dingley (Rep., Me.,) ventured an inquiry 
as to whether the) same privilege would be 
conferred on conference reports.

of the Speaker. He protested against establish- 
ing a precedent by which the Committee on 
kKules, composed of practically three members, 
could force upon 300 members the coun- 
sideration of any resolution they might de- 
sire to call up. This was a resolution which 
concerned the people more than any mattez 
that had come up in thirty years. Tho ruling of 
the Chair, he declared, was one of the most 
extraordinary ever heard in a legislative body., 
The people of the State of New-York looked witk 
grave concern on the action which this House 
was to consummate to-day respecting the’silver 
bil. It was the opinion of the people of that 
State almost without exception that the silves 
measure should not be 
statutes of the United States. With regard to 

the question of the reading of the Journal, it 
was customary to read it every morning before 

proceeding to business. Knowing this, many 

members had not felt it necessary to hasten to 

the House. On that account there were many 

members absent, and a fair Pr genta should 

be given them to reach the Capitol. ’ 

Mr. Fiteh, (Dem., N. ¥.,) to whom Mr. Tracey’ 
yielded, then referred to the fact that Speaker 
Reed had yielded to the Democratic demand in 
the Fifty-tirst Congress for the daily reading of 
the Journal, and he boped the majority wouid 
not make so dangerous an innovation ag to ses 
that practice suddenly aside. There was a 
strong sentiment in his State, he said, 
against a ‘“‘snap” or premature convention. 
If there was ever anything premature or unex- 
pected to those who opposed the silver legisia- 
tion, it was the snapping of this resolution on 
them before the reading of the Journal The, 
representatives from New-York would stand by 
‘what they thonght right with the same stead- 
fastness and courage they bad stood by 
the present Speaker, when, as the gen- 
tleman from eorgia, be had protested 
against things that were no mvure uninat than 
was the bringing in of this resolution hefore 
the reading of the Journal. The party owed 
something to the Democrats of New-York or 
they owed something toit. It had no rigst ta 
load them down, and from them it must, expect 
as it deserved, the most emphatic protest. 

This was jeored at, as was the attempt of Mr, 
Tracey to regain the floor, for the Speaker bad 
recognized Mr. Bland, thus cutting off Mr. 
Tracey and his side at once, Mr. Tracey tnef- 
fectually argued with the Speaker, for Mr. 
Bland was allowed to proceed to assert that Mr, 
Cockran,and Mr. Andrew had agreed, in consid- 
eration of a postponement for a ruling, te 
allow the resolution to go through without fili- 
bustering on the opposition side. It would not 
do to allow the Journal to be read, for that would 
give the opponents of the resolution the oppor- 
tunity to move amendments to it from now un- 
til Christmas. He declared that the proceedin 
of the opposition was extraordinary, and move 
to lay the appeal on the table. 

“Not debatable,” said the Speaker, as Mr. 
Tracey and Mr. Cockran both rose in the mids¢ 
of a crowd that was becoming excitable. 

Mr, Tracey asserted, ‘‘I have the floor,” and 
the Speaker replied, ‘‘The gentleman has not 
the fluor.” Rather tartly Mr. Tracey wanted to 
know what the Speaker meant by taking him 
oft the floor in that way. He had reserved his 
time, and the Speaker could not take him off the

he Speaker—If the gentleman has any objec- 
tion to make, it must be made in a respectful 
manner. 

Mr. Tracey—I willfaddress the Chair in a re- 
spectful manner. 

The Speaxer—The Chair wishes to be addressed 
respectfuily. 

Mr. Tracey (somewhat excited and neryous)— 
I do not desire to be looked at by the Chair in 
that way. [Laughter.] I claim my time and can- 
not be taken from the floor. 

With a rebuke to Mr. Tracey for his impetu- 
osity, the Speaker ruled that he had yielded to 
Mr. Bland, who had made a motion to table, and 
that out off debate. 

ie withdrew his motion to table, but 
that did not give the floor to Mr. Tracey again. 

Mr. Cockran was given the floor by Mr. Biana, 
and he denied Mr. Bland’s assertion about an 
agreement. Mr. Cockran said Mr. Bland had re- 
fused a postponement, and he (Cockran) had 
—— obliged to appeal to the Committee on 

ules. 

Mr. Bland interrupted to say that there had 
been an agreement not to filibuster. 

Mr. Cockran replied that there had been no 
talk about filibustering. The two gentlemen 
contradicted each other as flatly as possible, 
Mr. Cockran deolared that he did not believe 
there had been any intention to filibuster on the 
resolution. 

Mr. Andrew (Dem., Mass.,) corroborated Mr, 
Cookran’s statement. . 

Mr. ‘fracey again secured the floor, but he was 
presentiy called to order, a8 he was comparing

Mr. Catchings then took the floor to close, to 
tell the House that the opponents of free silver 
had been treated with extraordinary considera- 
tion in not having the resolution “snapped” on 
them earlier. In his experience he had never 
known #0 much cousideration to be extended to 
the opposition. He moved to lay the appeal on 
the table. 

The Speaker stated the question, saying that 
the rules provided that a report from the Com- 
mittee on Rules was “always in order.”” This 
Was a rule from the Committee on Rules, and 
Was inorderatany time. “Ifit be arbitrary, 
he added, * it is your action, not mine. 

Mr. Wilson (Dem, West Va.)—Suppose the 
journal of Saturday’s proceedings contained an 
abrogation of that rule? 

The &peaker+-Does the gentleman consider it 
essential that the Journal be read?” : 

There was a cry to “‘ vote,” and Mr. Wilson’s 
retort was inaudible. The roll call was ordered 
and proceeded. The vote stood 194 to 73.

Of the 73 in the negative 18 votes were cast 
by Republicans, but there were more than forty 
Republicans voting with the Democrats to lay 
the appeal on the table. 

As soon a3 the appeal was tabled Mr. Tracey 
attempted to get in the way with a motion 
against consideration. The Speaker promptly 
decided that it did not apply at that time. 
Again Mr. Tracey appealed from the decision of 
the Chair. This secured time for debate, and he 
gave Mr. Warner (Dem., N. Y.,) the floor. ‘ 

Mr. Warner appealed to the Democratic 
House not to do something more abitrary than 
had been done by the Fifty-first Congress, and 
he hoped that the House would decide to avoid 
a rash and dangerous thing. 

There was another roll call, and the silver 
men had it all theirown way, the Republicans 
voting as & body with the Democrats to hasten 
the day when the Democrats should go on rec- 
ord for free silver and the Republicans come 
out flatly againstit. The vote was 137 to8sl, 
and Mr. Tracey's appeal was not sustained. 

Then came Mr. Tracey with a motion for a re- 
turn of the resolution to the Committee on 
Rules with instructions so to amend it as to 
postpone consideration of the silver bill until 
Dec. 12,13, and14. There was a shout of Dem- 
ocratic opposition. The Republicans called out 
“ Vote,” and when the voting began they again 
voted with the Democrats against postpone- 
ment. On the motion to recommit, the vote 
was 70 to 202, 

lf there were any Democrats who desired a 
chance to express their belief that it would be 
g004 policy, if not sound sense, to postpone the 
silver question, even upon the ground of 
expedicncy, their opportunity had come 
now.. The number was Smaller than 
the und money Democrats will care 
to have. Of the seventy affirmative 
votes four were cast by Republicans as follows: 
Hopkins, (Venn.,) Post, (I1l.,) Wheeler, (Mich.,) 
and Wiison, (Ky.,) and these were evidently 
cast by inadvertence. If all the Re- 
publicans who had voted with the Dem- 
ocrats had voted with the Democratic 
opponents of free silver, the resolution would 
stil! have had a majority. The silverites had 
their head ‘set’ that way, aud nothing short 
of a wall ora hole would stop them. 

They were presently promised the hole. It 
Was 5:50 when the previous question was or- 
dered and the debates on the resolution began, 
Mr. Catehings having control on one side and 
Mr. Reed (Kep.,Me.,) on the other. After Farmer 
McKeigban (f, A., Neb.,) and Mr. Taylor (Rep., 
IiL,) had been heard, Mr. Reod yielded to Mr. G. 
Fred Williams, (Dein., Mass.,) who made his 
tirst speech on the floor. it was a stirring, 
earnest, anxious appeal to the Democrats not 
to throw away their chances of Northern 6uc- 
cess by embracing the silver fallacy. He said in 
brief: 

A vote had been taken which showed that seventy 
Democrats in the House were opposed to the free 
coiuage of asiiverand would oppose it to the bitter 
end. ‘hose men were the Demvucrats in this House. 
[Laughterand applause Gentlomen night laugh; 
a bad conscience required some consolation and 
they would find that they needed that consolation 
before the Democratic Party had got through ex 
piaining to the people why it had Jeft free cvinage 
out of the platform of 1888, and had appealed to the 
people on the ground that it was opposed to free 
coinage, thereby justifying its administration for 
jour years. 

it was now proposed to give the lie to oue of its 
pledges. In the North pledges to the people meant 
something, and the pledges of the Demoorats in the 
North had chavged 6 great minority into a great ma 
jority. How was that majority made up! by 
accessions from the RKepublican Party, and if 
those accessions were lost it would be be 
cause the Democratic Party had been false 
to its pledges. The day of reckoning wold come 
upou this question. If free coinage was established 
by Lemocratic votes the reform of the tarift was at 
ancnd, VYhe people of the North could stand taxa 
tion under unjust laws, and would stand them, but 
they were nut yet ready to go into national bank- 
ruptey and pay 70 cents on the doliar. 

ihe reckoning would come for those Democrats 
who were trying to make a Farmers’ Alliance Party 
ontoftue Democratic Party. ‘hey would have to 
decide between two things—Farmers’ Alliance in the 

South or Democratic alliancein the Nurth. One of 
the two they must give up. This question 
went decper into politics than anybody conceived. 
The organization of this House has been directed to- 
ward tercing this question upon theconntry. He 
fid not kuow which was more important—that Con- 
gTresamen should be returned from Georgia and Mis- 
sississippi or thata Democratic President should be 
elected in 1L#92. 

Mr. Williams was cut off by the Speaker just 
as he was asked to indicate thatthe passage of 
the Silver bill was essential to the suecess of 
Mr. Crispand Mr. Catchings in the next elec- 
tion, but his short five minutes prevented. 

Mr. Reed's epeech was short, but it was char- 
acteristically ciear and aggressive. He said, 
in brief: 

Hie cordially agreed for once with the gentleman 
from Massachusetts. That gentleman had point- 
ed out that the vast Democratic majority had 
been secured by false pledges to the people— 
pledzes that were now in process of being 
vroken. | Laughter.) The gentleman had singled one 
instance before the House, and no doubt the rest of 
his — would carefu ly point out by action the 
others. Indeod, the party all thejway along had 
been engaged in the noble work ‘of uncayer- 
ing itself to the gaze of the American pe®ple. 
Under the guise that it was going to give good our. 
rency to the country the Democratic Party had 
stolen atarch upon the Republicans of the North 
and thse gentleman from Massachusetts had fitly 
characterized the result. 

Upon the delusive and false statements that im- 
proper means ha! been used in the government of 
the House the Fifty-first Congress, the 
Democrats }ail gone before the people denounce. 
ing actions which they had this very day 
surpassed. {Republican laughter and applause. } 
They themselve;s had overriden what they nea called 
the sacred rights of the minority with a harder hoof 
than they had ever been riddeu over before. They 
haa deliberately overruled the decision of 
Speaker Carlisle, who, in the Filtieth Congress 
had decided that no business could be transacted 
until the Journal of the House was approved. In 
their eagerness to ovorride the rights of the minority 
they had overridden the decision of the Speaker 
they had hitherto said they were delighted to honor. 

Here was two-thirds of the capital stock of the 
last electian flung to the winds, and, as 
the gentleman from Massachusetts well said, 
when the people got up to expose them, 
the eopie would gladly rectify the fright. 
ful mistaxe they had made in 1890. [Laughter. } 
Never since thé world was created had there been 
euch an instance of the power of lying over truth. 
The gentioman from Massachusetis now heard the 
tramp of the march of the grand army of truth— 
sometimes delayed, sometimes defeated—but in the 
end eternally triumphant. [Republican applause. } 

Mr. Boutelle used up his time in making clear 
what was already opperen enough, that the 
Republicans were voting with the Democrats in 
order to help them get upon thin ice. 
When they get them face to face with the vote 
fot or against free silvor, they will probabil 
stop voting and let the Democrats pass their 
Own patty measure and rward make all the 
capital they can outof the record. He said, in 
pert:

In Massachu- 
setts during the last election, the Republican Party 
had been arraigned for financial unsoundness, and a 
Mugwump press bad congratulated the country 
that some good Be me might be expected 
from a Democratic House. He was in favor 
of deciding the question of free coinage now. { Re- 

ublican applause.} He would be glad to vote upon 
t and against it to-day. 

He was not in favor of obscuring ina great Presi- 
dential campaign the great question which would 
epable the gentleman from Massachusetts to main- 
taina Mugwump kindergarten at the expense of 
the United States. a) While he believed 
and hoped that the Senate was willing to put an 
obstacle in the way of this measure that could not 
be overoome, it was well known thata free-coinage 
bill passing this Congress was absolutely certain 
to meet its death-blow at the hands of the Republic- 
an Executive. 

These political infants from Massachusetts wore 
not going to lead the Republican Party into the 
business of pulling their chestnuts out of the fire. 
Opposed as he was to free coinage he would not 
consent to help the postponement of this question 
in order to enable the Democratic ge * go bofore 
the people obscuring the question. ere should 
be a fair, square vote on this question, and if it were 
necessary to bring tho question to an issue he would 
vote in acootdance with the principle which had gov- 
erned him in the last election, that the majority 
elected here should have an opportunity to give its 
expression of what it was sent here to do. 

The speech of Mr. Pierce (Dem., Tenn.) was 
interesting as compared with that of Mr. Will- 
jams. While Mr. Williams had appealed to the 
Democrats to redeem the pledges made that 
sound money would be protected, Mr. Pierce ex- 
horted the Democrats to keep the pledges they 
had made that a free-silver bill should be passed. 

Mr. Bland elosed the debate. The roll was 
ealled. Again the Republicans voted with the 
Democrats. The resolution was adopted—yeas 
198, nays 85, as follows:

My DFAR FRIEND, W. WALKER JUBB: No one can 
have a higher estimate than myself of the character 
and services of John Bright. 8 an orator he had no 
equal among the public men of his time. The beauty, 
strength, aud adaptability of our grand old Eng- 
lish tongue was scarcely ever better exemplified 
than in some of his great speeches. Asa statesman 
he believed that righteousness exalted a 
nation and that justics is always expedient. 
He had all the courage which his strong 
convictions required, and having once taken what 
he regarded as his rightful position, he stood im- 
movable asthe firm old English oak, let the winds 
of public opinion blow as they might. 

lime has vindicated and justified his approval or 
disapproval of the important measures which claimed 
his consideration during his long and brill- 
jaut Parliamentary career. His strong, health- 
ful nature tolerated no cant or aflectation. He 
made no special professions of personal religious ex- 
perience or attainment. but his strong faith was al- 
ways manifest,and he made the “Sermon on the 
Mount” the rule of his speech and action. He was 
a member of a small religious society, bat he was too 
broad and liberal to be a sectarian. He was just 
and even generons to all other pationalities, but he 
was proud of his own birthright, and we love him 
none the less that he was a true and loyal Eng- 
lishman. As Americans we owe him a debt of 
gratitude which cannot be ovpaid for his 
unwavering advocacy of the Union cause 
during the civil war. But for him the 
Confederacy might have been recognized by the 
British Government. Can we better express our 
gratitude for his invaluable services than by keeping 
his example before the young of our land, so that when 
called to participate in the affairs of State they may 
be influenced by the purity of motive and prove 
themselves as uncompromising defenders of the 
right.

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MR. SPRINGER BEITER. 


— 
A FAVORABLE CHANGE YESTERDAY IN 
H4ds CONDITION. 


WASHINGTON, March 7.—The condition of Con- 
gressman Springer isimproved. The three phy- 
sicians held a long consultation at 11 o’olock 
this forenoon, and at its conelusion Dr, John A. 
Vincent of Illinois made the following state- 
ment: | 

“Mr. Springer passed a favorable night, and 
his condition is very much improved this morn- 
ing. His pulse and temperature are re- 
duced, and he manifests much less de- 
lirlum than yesterday. His mind appears 
to be clearing up, and the periods of 
coma are less frequent. He takes nourishment 
well to-day, and another very good indica- 
tion of improvement is that he is more 
sensitive to external impressions and 
sounds than he has been since his 
jiluess assumed a serious stage. For in- 
stance, he is sensitive to the noise of the strect 
cars and to the rolling of the carriages of callers 


as they come up to the door. Up to this time he 
has, during his whole illness, been oblivious to 
these things. 

“This shows that he is returning gradually to 
anormal condition. While this great sensitive- 
néss is abnormal to a degree, yet it is more akin 
toanormal stage than the constant delirium 
and coma. When he begins to hear and to 
realize sounds and to want quiet, that is an in- 
dication of improvement. 

“The erysipelas to-day has nearly stopped 
spreading, and there are indications in some 
places that it is beginning to disappear. On 
the right side of his face, where it first be- 
gan, it is now leas, and the fact that at the 
point where the first outbreak occurred there is 
now less swelling is an indication that the 
strength of the disease is broken. While there 
is a tendency of the swelling to spread in some 
places, yet the inflammation is less virulent. 
The fact that its progress is checked is asplendid 
indication. His vitality, of course, is still very 
low. He complains this morning of great weak- 
ness. While that is true, yet the fact that he 
complains of itis not an indication that he is any 
wealeer thaninthe past, but merely that he is 
conscious of that weakness. For several days 
he has been practically unconscious of his 
physical condition inthe matter of vitality and 
vigor. Thefact that he is to-day fully con- 
soious of it does not add any toit or show that 
itis any worse than before, but the mere con- 
sciousness is really an evidence of improvement 
in his general condition.” 

Mr. springer’s condition to-night has not ma- 
terially changed from that noted in the bulle- 
tin issued by Dr. Vincent. He has passed 
a comfortable day. Taking the morning 
statement as a basis, Dr. Vincent says, 
Mr. Springer has held his own and, is 
as well to-nightas he was this morning. He 
began the night,said the doctor, under favorable 
conditions. There was a very slight return of 
delirium and coma this evening. : 

The street in front of Mr. Springer’s residence 
has been barricaded to all vehicles ex- 
cept horsecars. Sawdust has been sprinkled 
between the car tracks 80 that the street 
noises which have disturbed the patient have 
been reduced toa minimum. The effect is bene- 
ficial, and the supersensitiveness to which he 
was subject has in some measure been allayed. 





THE NEW-ORLEANS STRIKE, 


MEETING OF VARIOUS INTERESTS—NO 
SETTLEMENT REACHED, 


NEW-ORLEANS, La, March 7.—Arbitration 
failed to-day and the labor troubles here 
threaten to become serious. At a meeting at 
the Cotton Exchange to-day the longshoremen, 
stevedores, ship agents, labor bodies not direct- 
ly interested, commercial bodies, and the City 
Governwent were represented to the number of 
1,000 persons. 

President Walter O. Flower of the Cotton Ex- 
change, in calling the meeting to order, said 
that the world is rapidly recognizing arbitra- 
tion, just and impartial, as the mode of settling 
difficulties and remedying evils. The meeting 
had been called to hear both sides, and he hoped 
that there would be an amicable adjustment, as 
the business of the city suifered from the ob- 
struction of its commerce. He had learned that 
the railroads had ordered and were assisting in 
the diversion of trade from this city in conse- 
auence of the troubles, dnd that they said that 


they would not bring cotton here uutil there is 
every assurance that it will be properly and ex- 
peditiously handled. 

The stevedores and ship agents stated their 
side of the case, and agreed to submit to arbi- 
tration. They held that the new rule of the 
longshoremen, demanding a full hour’s pay for 
a fraction of an hour’s work, was an injustice. 
They could not control the exigencies of 
weather, nor of commerce, and had therefore 
refused to accede to the demand. 

The longshoremen, through James E. Porter, 
President of the Colored Longshoremen’s Asso- 
ciation, made an able presentation of the labor 
side. He claimed that, in conference, the labor- 
ers had waived pay for time lost through the 
exigencies of weather. They objected, however, 
to be worked quarters of an hour at a time, re- 
ceiving 10 cents for each such quarter, when 
the rate was 50 cents an hour and they should 
he paid foran houreachtime. The longshore- 
men had agreed to make no charge for fractions 
less than a quarter of an hour, and he thought 
the demand equitable and just. The longshore- 
inen did not favor the submission ofthe rules 
agreed upon between employers and ’longshore- 
men to arbitration, as the employers had signed 
those rules. They were willing to submit the 
matter of a full hour's pay for each quarter ofan 
hour or over, but the stevedores insisted upon 
referring the whole matter, and no basis of 
agreement could be reached. The meeting ac- 
cordingly adjourned without taking action.

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GOV. ABBETT’S LITTLE GAME, 
—_—— 
TO INDUCE THE LEGISLATURE TO TAKE 
A RECESS AND NOT ADJOURN. 


TRENTON, March 7.—The State Gazetie of this 
morning startles the State with the announce- 
ment, “‘on pretty good authority,” that “the 
resignation of one of the recently-appointed 
Justices of the Supreme Cours is in the hands 
of Goy. Abbett.” It concludes that Justice 
George Werts, whom Gov, Abbett recently 
appointed to succeed Judge Knapp, is the man. 
A man of Judge Werts’s native honesty might 
be expected to find the circuit of the Hudson 
County ringsters an especially thankless place 


to fill; and the complications he has already en- 
countered may have convinced him that the 
best way of avoiding them is to leave the bench. 
The fact that the regularity and constitutional- 
ity of his appointment are also seriously ques- 
tioned may have helped him to that conclusion, 
if he has reached it. It is denied, however, that 
be has tendered his resignation. At the Exeocu- 
tive Chamber all information on the matter is 
refused. 

Rumors prevail that Gov. Abbett, seeing the 
danger of the loss of his power that is sure to 
follow the adjournment of the Legislature, is 
arranging for @ recess at the end of this week. 
It was THe TIMES that first Pointed out that the 
close of the session would leave him without the 
machinery of legislation to crush out rebellions 
against his domination, and that his only safety 
lay in a continuous sitting of the two houses. 
The suggestion does not seem to have fallen on 
barren soil, The Legislature will probably close 
ita business session this week; but it may not 
adjourn sine die. It may take a recess fora 
month or longer, and thenit may take another 
recess. 

Abbett is not, of course, allowing it to be 
known that the desire to have the Legislature 
at hand to patch up the weak places in his can- 
vass is the reason for this unusual proceeding. 
His pretext is that the investigation of the Le- 
high-Central-Reading coal combine cannot be 
completed before the close of the week, and that 
the Legislature will have to get ——— again 
to enforce the findings of the investigating com- 
mittee with new laws. The houses will probably 
be very restive over any attempt to keep them 
in session beyond the usual time for final ad- 
journment. 

The House indulged in a lot of talk this even- 
ing over partisan bills. The majority was not 
ready to go to the bull ring, however, on the 
Board of Works bill that overturns the munici- 
pal machinery in Camden, Paterson, and Tren- 
ton. Tom Flynn of Paterson gave notice that 
he was not ready to vote by moving that its 
consideration be deferred, and over it went, 
but the House passed the bill that takes the 
election of members of the Board of Education 
in Paterson, Camden, and Trenton out of the 
hands of the people and gives their appoint- 
ment into the hands of the Mayors of the cities. 

During the disoussion, Cole (Rep., Camden, 
cited the deliverances of Govs. Parker an 
Bedle against the government of cities by Com- 
missioners, and Ketcham (Rep., Essex,) said 
that of the 400 House bills, 100 were central- 
ization, power-stealing acts, and of 50 of the 
250 Senate bills the same could be said. 


LIEUT. HETHERINGTON 'S CRIME. 





A QUESTION UNDER WHAT JURISDIC- 
TION HE CAN BE TRIED. 


WASHINGTON, March 7.—The killing of Rob- 
inson by Lieut. Hetherington in Yokohama 
brings up a curious question—What court is to 
try Hetherington? ‘The offense was com- 
mitted on the bluff road, which is a 
part of the settlement of Yokohama, and 
all foreigners in Japan are living under 
consular jurisdiction. By treaty agreement 


Japan has now jurisdiction over the foreigners 
resident on her shores, and all offenses com- 
mitted by them are triable before the 
Consul of the country to which the foreigner 
belongs. In the case of Great Britain it is 
somewhat different. That country sustains a 
regularly-organized court entirely separate 
from the consulate. 

if the offender in this case were a civilian, he 
would be tried before the United States Consul 
General at Yohohama. This official associates 
with himself two American citizens called asses- 
sors, aud before this bench of three a trial 
is held. Appeal may be taken to the United 
States District Court in San Francisco. This 
has been done in one case, where the Consul 
General at Yokohama sentenced aman to im- 
prisonmentforlife for murder,and the decisionof 
the Consulate General was sustained. But in 
this case the crime was committed by a naval 
officer. Article VL, Section 1,624, Revised 
Statutes of the United States, (articles for the 
government of the navy,) provides as follows: 

“TIfany person belonging to a public vessel of the 
United States commits the crime of murder without 
the territorial jurisdiction thereof, he may be tried 
by court-martial and punished with death.” 

Under this section it seems likely that Heth- 
erington will be tried by court-martial. Naval 
otficers are watching the case with unusual in- 
terest.

TWENTY-FIRST DISTRICT REPUBLICANS 
HOLD A LIVELY MEETING. 


The spectacle of John Proctor Clark, Presi- 
dent of the Republican organization of the 
Twenty-first Assembly District, shaking his fist 
in the face of amember who had declared that 
the organization’s money had been paid out with- 
out vouchers and in ways not authorized by the 
constitution caused much excitement last even- 
ing at the meeting of the District Committee of 
the organization at 105 East Fifty-ninth Street. 
Mr. Owen, who made the charges, was careful 
to explain afterward that he did not intend to 


make any reflections on Mr. Clark or any other 
oflicer, so that itis not probable that any duel 
will follow.

Owen asserted that hundreds of dollars had 
been paid out on the simple “O, K.” of the 
President or some other oflicer. 

Mr. Clark wanted facts given to substantiate 
the charges which, he said, had been made 
against him. Mr. Owen said he would give 
tacts, but he was so long in getting at them that 
he had given none when he was compelled to 
stop talking, having exceeded the time limit. 

Mr. Clark grew excited and declared that if 
the gentleman who had preceded him meant 
vast he had said he stated a deliberate false-

Mr. Owen said if Mr. Clark said that what he 
had said was not true he stated what was not 
true, 

Mr. Clark advanced toward Mr. Owen and, 
shaking his fist in his face, reiterated his state- 
ment. The Sergeant at Arms stepped between 
them and forced Mr. Owen back into his seat. 
Mr. Brookfield, who was presiding, had already 
stated several times that if Mr. Owen did not 
cease interrupting Mr. Clark while he was 
speaking he would call on the Sergeant at Arms 
to do his duty. 

After Mr. Owen had been removed from the 
reach of his fist, Mr. Clark continued his vindi- 
cation. He told how, when the committee that 
should have raised the money had failed, 
he and one other member had raised thousands 
of dollars in a week and had it ready for distri- 
bution before election. Forall that had been 
expended he could account, Of course, every 
one who knew anything about practical politics 
knew there were some expenditures for which 
there could be no vouchers. The captains of 
election districts knew, however, that the night 
before election they got their money, and they 
knew from whom they gotit, too. At this point 
there was applause. 

In the last campaign, Mr. Clark declared, he 
had gone around collecting money, performing 
that disgusting duty again, and making a dun 
of himself. Mr. Owen had given $20. 

Mr. Owen declared in a loud tone that he had 
given $35, which was a great deal wore than 
Mr, Clark had given. 

Mr. Clark said he had given his time for three 
weeks, and that was a great deal more than 
Mr. Owen’s $35. The majority of the meeting 
shouted for Mr. Clark. 

When the excitement had subsided James Tal- 
cott was chosen a delegate to the County Com- 
mittee in place of the late Gen. Henry A. Bar- 
num, and resolutions in commemoration of 
Gen. Barnum were adopted.

COLUMBIA AND THE UNIVERSITY. 


COMMITTEES TO CONSIDER THE ‘‘ HIGHER 
DEGREE OF UNITY.” 


The Trustees of Columbia College yesterday 
postponed action upon the purchase of the new 
site for the college. The committee which 
had charge of the matter was prepared to 
make areport recommending the purchase of 
four blocks between One Hundred and Six- 
teenth and One Hundred and Twentioth Streets, 
but several days ago Senator Plunkitt intro- 
duced a bill in the Senate providing for the 
opening of One Hundred and Nineteenth Street. 
This would run right through the prop- 
erty. The Trustees will see the city authorities 
and the Legislature in order that this property 
may be protected from street openings. 

Tho Trustees received aletter from Chancel- 
lor MacCracken of the University of New-York 
which asked that a committee from Columbia 
be appointed to confer witha similar commit- 
tee from the University, ‘‘to consider the ques- 
tion of a higher degree of unity in univer- 
sity work.” The Trustees did notknow whether 
that meant a proposal for consolidation or not, 
but acommittee was appointed, consisting of 
the President and Messrs. Rives, Nasn, Brown, 
and Wheelock. The plan for extending the cur- 
riculum of the college was submitted, but was 
not acted upon. Some of the changes proposed 
will be quite extensive. Eleven hours out of 
the sixteen in the junior year will be elective. 

At the regular meeting of the Council of the 
University of the City of New-York last night 
the resolution offered at the January meeting 
came up for discussion. This resolution pro- 
vided that ‘the President of the Council should 
be authorized to appoint a committee of con- 
ference, in case a similar committee should be 
appointed by Columbia College, to consider the 
question of securing a higher degree of unity in 
the university work of. the two institutions.” 
Dr. Charles Butler, the President of the Council, 
had received no formal notice that such a com- 
mittee had been appointed by Columbia, but 
had in mind to appoint as a committee from the 
University, after the notice is received from Co- 
lumbia, Dr. William Allen Butler, Chancellor 
MacCracken,. George Munro, Elbert B. Monro§ 
ahd William 8. Opdyke.

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SECRETARY FOSTERS TRIP. 
en 
A DRIVE AMONG THE SIGHTS OF LONDON 
—A TALK WITH GOSCHEN. 


LONDON, March 7.—The Hon. Charles Foster, 
Becretary of the United Atates Treasury, and 
the Right Hon. George J. Goschen, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, have had two interviews, 
but nothing has been settled concerning the 
holding of a currency conference. That matter 
depends entirely upon coming negotiations. 

Mr. Foster accompanied Mr. Lincoln this 
afternoon to hear the debate in the House of 
Lords, but the house sat for only twenty min- 
utes, the officials simply muttering through the 
formal business. As Mr. Foster had been ad- 
vised beforehand that the House of Peers was 
the dullest assembly in the world, be could not 
have been disappointed. 

In an interview with an Assoolated Press 
representative, Mr. Foster said that it was im- 
possible to disclose the nature of his conversa- 
tions with Mr. Goschen. Perhaps they referred 
to a currency conference, but the matter had 
not been discussed at any length. The cor- 
respondent having referred to the sonfidence 
felt in America that such a conference will be 
arranged, Mr. Foster said that he hoped that the 
confidence was not misplaced, and that if a 
satisfactory basis could be obtained, he would 
not hesitate to confer. 

Mr. Foster’s attention being called to the 
weakness of the bimetallic section in the Ger- 
man Reichstag as bad for the prospects of such 
a conference, and also to the Austro-Hungarian 
project to return to cash payments under a gold 
standard, the Seoretary sald: 


“Of course, We are perfectly aware of these 
difficulties. But I have been surprised to find 
60 much interest taken in bimetallismin Eng- 
land, and the extent to which public opinion is 
going in favor of a double standard. Since 
coming here I have been constantly approached 
to express myself on the subject. My business, 
however, was in the first place to recruit my 
health, not to see Mr. Goschen, nor to arrange 
conferences. If there is one man in Europe I 
should like to see itis Prince Bismarck. I have 
no time for that, however. I shall not even go 
to Paris or Brighton or any other place, as I had 
proposed. 

“On Saturday I passed the day chiefly in 
seeing the city. Among other places visited, I 
dined in the ancient hostelry’frequented by Dr. 
Johnson. I tried to get an idea of London by a 
four-hour drive to the East End as far as the 
India Docks. ‘The vastness of life here is 
amazing. Isaw only asmall part, but it was 
enough to give me a sense of its immensity. I 
was struck, too, by the cleanliness and order in 
the streets, even at the East End, where I had 
been led to expect squalor and disorder. The 
Seven Dials seems to have lost the character it 
had at the time Charles Dickens wrote of it.’’ 


Recurring to the currency question, the cor- 
respondent referred to Senator Teller’s resolu- 
tion in the Senate, and asked what would hap- 
pen if the resolution was carried. 


Mr. Foster—Then it will be the President’s 
duty to calla conference. 

Question—And would the invitation be ac- 
cepted ? 

Mr. Foster—Well, I cannot yet say whether 
there isa reasonable assurance that tho call 
would be responded to. 


More than this Mr. Foster declined to say. 

Some of the English papers have reproduced 
the substance of the interview with Mr. Foster 
cabled to New-York on Thursday last. Refer- 
ring to the published account of the interview, 
Mr. Foster said: 

“The phrase ‘clam-mouthed’ as applied to 
Irish emigrants is not mine. [ used the familiar 
phrase ‘flannel-mouthed’ to denote the raw 
emigrant whose children become assimilated 
with the good American type. I have heard 
complaints already about the inapplicable word 
*‘clam-mouthed.’”’ 

Although he declared that his health was bet- 
er, Mr. Foster had a slight hoarseness, having 
caught fresh cold. He will start for Southampton 
to-morrow, where he will proceed on a ‘short 
visit to the Isle of Wight before sailing, Wednes- 
day, on his return to the United States.

Attorney General William U. Hensel of Penn- 
sylvania was in this city yesterday. He said to 
a TIMES reporter that he had come on some 
pressing business matters, and he had intended 
among other things to attenda meeting of the 
Senate committee which is conducting the

Metropole. No meeting of the committee was 
held, however, and Mr. Hensel left the city in 
the afternoon.

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THE STATE LEGISLATURE. 


4 NEW BILL FOR A MUNICIPAL BUILD: 
ING IN CITY HALL PARK. 


ALBANY, March 7.—Senator Roesch, (Dem, 
New-York,) in the upper house, and Mr. 
Sohmer, (Dem., New-York,) in the Assembly, 
introduced to-night a bill for the location 
of a new City Hall. The bill repeals 
the prohibition in the law of 1890 against 
the erection of the Municipal Building in 
the City Hall Park, allows the erection of the 
building anywhere within the park, authorizes 
the commission named in the act to direct the 
Commissioner of Public Works to tear down any 
of the buildings in the park, including the City 
Hall, and erect the present City Hall as a his- 
torical building or museum in any other park, 
subject to the approval of the Park Cormmis- 
sioners, The bill also permits an additional story 
or stories to be placed on the County Court 
House for the accommodation of the civil courts 
now held outside of the County Court House. 


The Sinking Fund Commissioners are empow- 
ered to provide, by lease or otherwise than by 
purchase, proper accommodations elsewhere, 
temporarily, for the courts and public ofticers 
now in buildings which might be torn down, 
and the holding of different parts of the same 
court in different buildings is legalized, and 
such temporary quarters are for legel purposes 
deemed to be within tho limits of the City Hall 
Park. The commission is directed to begin work 
May 1, 1893. 

The Citizens’ Committee's Street-Cleaning bill 
was introduced in both houses of the Legisiat- 
ure; in the House by Mr. Dinkelspiel, (Dem., 
New-York,) who, with the consent of the Repub- 
licans, promptly advanced it to third reading; 
in the Senate by Mr. Hagan, (Dem., New-York,) 
who attempted to advance it, but was struck 
with objections from Messrs. Saxton, (Rep., 
Wayne,) and O'Connor, (Rep., Broome.) Subse- 
quently Mr. Saxton said to a TIMES correspond. 
ent that his objection was not at all captions, 
nor did !t indicate hostility to the bill.

RICHMOND TERMINAL. 


GEN. SAMUEL THOMAS SAYS THAT NO 


RECEIVER WILL BE APPOINTED. 


Richmond Terminal affairs are attracting a great 
deal of attention in Wall Street just now. The delay 
in the completion of the reorganization scheme has 
been taken advantage of, by interests unfriendly to 
the men in control of the property, to circulate unfa- 
vorable comments. The ear of Wall Street bas heara 
whisperings that the Olcott committee has absolute- 
ly iailed to find a syndicate willing to underwrite the 
numerous millions of new securities provided for in 
the reorganization plan. 

That serious obstacles are blocking the way of the 
Olcott plan was frankly admitted yesterday by an 
influential member of the dominant Richmond Ter- 
minal party, He said that the financial scheme had 
not met with favor because many persons interested 
thought that it would have the effect of placing a 
very large amount of money in the peas ot Hali- 
garten & Co.asa sortof biind pool. There were 

lenty of men ready to put their money into the 

Zichmond Terminal system, but they wanted no 
blind pools. 

Gen. Samuel Thomas and Mr. J. C, Maben were 
contident of the ultimate success of the Vlcott reor- 
ganization plan. Gen. Thomas said that the Georgia 
Central receivership was “apiece of moonshine,” 
which would be quickly disposed of. He added: 
“There is no intention to put Richmond Terminal 
into the hands ofa receiver. The Olcott committeo 
will go right along with the reorganization plan. 
The adverse reports and the present court proceed- 
ings have upset some pins here and there, but we 
are epee them upagain, and soon expect to have 
the bail rolling as before. We cannot say yet just 
when the piau will be out.”’ 

Mr. Maben said that the reorganization plan 
would certainly go through. “The obstruction,” 
said he, “‘ was born of spleen, and continued as a 
stock-jobbing operation. The attempt to throw dif- 
ficulties in the way of the committee has in reality 
strengthened it, by bringing in new meu and new 
capital A conference was beld in this city yester- 
day, at which capitalists hitherto unidentitied with 
Richmond Terminal, signified their willingness to 
comein. Their names will be given to the public in 
& Gay or two.” 

The fact that the harmonious relations between 
Gen. Thomas and his associates and Patrick and 
John C. Calhoun received a severe wrench some 
time ago led to the inference, in certain quarters, 
that the Calhoun brothers were the instigators of the 
pesesetings to put the Georgia Central into the 

ands ofareceiver. Mr. Patrick Calhoun said yes- 
terday that he knewgbsolutely nothing about the 
reoeivership until he read of the appointment in the 
Bewspapers. The suit was broughtin the name of 
Mrs. Rowena M. Clarke of Charleston, 8.

ARNOT OF ELMIRA WANTS THE 
LEASES DECLARED VOID. 


WILLIAMSPORT, Penn., March 7.—In the Prothon- 
otary’s office of Lycoming County this morning 
there was filed a Dillin equity by Matthias H. Arnot 
of Elmira, N. Y., against the Philadelphia and Read- 
ing Railroad Company, the Lehigh Valley Railroad 
Oompany, the Lehigh, Coal Company, the Centrak 
Railroad Company of New-Jersey, and the Port 
Reading Railroad Company. The billof Mr. Arnot, 
who fsa banker of Elmira, sets forth that he is the 
owner of 100 shares of stock of the Philadelphia 
and Reading Railroad Company of the par value of 
$50 per share, and is also the ownerof 100 shares 
of the stock of the Lehigh Valley Railroad Company 
of the par valus of $50 per share. 

The bill then goes on to set forth the character of 
the corporations named in the bill; recounts the par- 
ticulars of the so-called Reading deal by which the 


interests of the Lehigh Valley and the other com- 
pease are leased to the Reading Company, and al- 
eges that the plaintiff is of the opinion that the 
agreement between the Reading Oompany and the 
Lehigh Valley is ultra vires, and if allowed to stand 
it will be prejudicial to his interests and will work 
him irreparable injury; and that the agreement be- 
tween the Central Railroad Company of New-Jersey 
and the Port Reading Railroad Company, so far as 
said agreement isin relation to or affects the said 
Lehigh and Susquehanna Railroad and its branches, 
is also ultra vires, andif allowed to stand it will be 
prejudicial to its interests and will work him irrep- 
arable injury. 

Mr. Arnot prays the court to declare invalid, 
void, and of no effect the agreement between the 
Reading and Lehigh Valley, and the agreement be. 
tween the Reading, the Centrat Railroad of New- 
Jersey, and the Port Reading Railroad Company, so 
far as the agreement is in relatton to or affects the 
Lehigh and Susquehanna Kailroad and its branches. 
He further prays the court to enjoin the defendants 
from further acting under the agreement made be- 
tween the several companies. A copy of the bill was 
served op Superintendent Lawler of the Reading 
Company here this morning. The pjainttf, Mr. Ar- 
not, aside from being a large stockholder in both the 
Philadelphia and Readipg Company and Lehigh Val- 
ley Railroad Company, has very large interests that 
he feels are ecoeeaees by the leases. He is one of 
the principal bondholders in certain other companies 
wherein the bonds are guaranteed by the Lehigh 
Valley Railroad Company and he is determined to 
have the courts of Pennsylvania decide whether her 
organic law has been violated. 

r. Arnot’s counsel are ex-Congressman Henry C. 
McCormiok and Seth T. McCormick of Williamsport. 
Mr. Arnotis the same gentleman who, afew weeks 
since, began suit in the courta of this county to re- 
cover & —~ 4 amount of damages against the Phila- 
delphia and Reading Railroad Company for right of 
way through his property.

The petitions were circulated here to-day for the 
first time, and have thus far received unanimous in- 
dorsement. They already bear over 6,000 signatures.

A CONTRACTOR DISSATISFIED. 

Theodore Adams, prior to 1878 a contractor of 
Philadelphia, has begun suit in the United States 
Circuit Court against James J. McComb of this city 
to recover $92,338.04, andas much more as further 
investigation may disclose to be due him as his share 
of the profits of the operation and sale of the Louis- 
iana Western Railway Company. Adams obtained 
a charter in 1878 for the construction and operation 
ofa line of railway from Morgan’s City, La, to 
Orange, Texas. The Louisiana Western Railway 
Company was organized to build and operate the 


line. McComb, the defendant in the present suit, 
was made President, and Adams, the complainant, 
General Manager of the company. 

On Jan..27, 1879, Adams proposed to McComb to 
construct the line for one-fourth of the protits of 
operation and sale and a salary of $15,000. The 
sroposition was accepted except that the salary to 
be paid Adams was reduced to $12,000, and the rate 
of interest to be paid by Adams on money advanced 
by McComp) for carrying on the construction was put 
at 7 instead of 6 per cent. 

The Louisiana Western Railway was built, and on 
May 23. 1881, was sold to C. P. Huntington for 
$3,828, 749.35 in bonds, cash, and notes. No account 
wus rendered the complainant until Aug. 31, 1882, 
when it was represented that $437,298.29 was due 
to him as his share of the profits of the operation and 
sale of the road under the agreement of January, 
1879. Adams did not examine carefully the ac- 
count rendered, having no suspicion that McComb 
would defraud him. ‘The deductions made, however, 
in the accounting from one-fourth of the profits of 
tho railway for interest on money advanced, for 
vouchers alleged to have been lost by Adams, and on 
other grounds, were gradually discovered, the com- 
plaint declares, to have been wronefully made. By 
reason of the frauds and deceits set forth Mr. Ad- 
ams cldims he is entitled to $92,338.04 in addition 
to the sums already received by him.

THE LAW A DEAD LETTER. 
CHICAGO, March 7.—A morning paper devotes two 
pages to the results of an investigation made by its 
representatives in Minnesota, Iowa, Missouri, and 
Nebraska in regard to the working of the ihter-State 
commerce law. The various interviews with ship- 


pers, railruad men, and State officials indicate that 
violations of the law are more general and flagrant 
than is generally supposed. Large shippers are fa- 
vored against the small ones at alt commercial 
centres, sometimes by a system of rebates, some- 
times by other devices accomplishing the same end. 
The conclusion is that the law is not only a dead let- 
ter throughout the West, but that it is a detriment 
to public interests, because it has had the effect of 
ruining whatever was gained by the old pooling sys- 
tem in the matter of stability of rates. 7

NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 

Notwithstanding the reported bad condition of the 
country roads in Jllinois, lowa, and Nebraska, there 
wasa further increase in the volume of east-bound 
trattic from Chicago last week. The total number of 
tons of dead freight carried eastward by all lines 
was 100,592, agaist 97,074 during the preceding 
week, and 71,914 during the corresponding week 
last year. Tie shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
visions from Chicago to the seaboard by the linea in 
the Central Traific Association aggregated 58,122 
tons, against 57,393 forthe preceding weck, an in- 
crease of 729 tons, and against 40,588 for the cuor- 
responding week of 1891, an increase of 17,534 tons. 
The Vanderbilt lines carried 49 per cent. of this 
trafic, the Pennsylvania lines 20 per cent., the 
Chicago and Grand Trunk 23 per cent, and the 
Baltimore and Ohio 8 per cent. 

A charter was granted at the State Department in 
Harrisburg, Penn., yesterday to the Ketner, Elbon 
and Shawmut Railroad Company, capital $500,000. 
The line will be twenty-cight miles long, trom Oyster 
Horton Township, Elk County, to a point on the 
Glen Hazel and Shawmut Road, in Jones Town- 
ship, Elk County. ‘Che President is B. E. Cart- 
wright, and the following are Directors: D. Dolliver, 
W. H. Newton, C. A. Tucker, H. A. Miller, John W. 
Hall, Alfred Herdman, and H. W. Childs, all of Ridge- 
way. 

The New-York, New-Haven and Hartford Rail- 
road Company will, on May 1, make Port Chester 
the terminus for trains on the Harlem Branch. The 
present terminus branch of the road is New- 
Rochelle. This branch is run under the charter of 
the Port Chesterand Harlem Kiver Railroad Com- 
pany, which requires that Port Chester shall be a 
terminus. On May 1 the railroad company will 
commence running trains half-hourly between Port 
Chester and the Harlem River.

A LIVELY PACE SET AT THE COM-

Reading, 
the handsome artilleryman, who holds the 
world’s record for forty-eight hours, started in to 
make up the lap he had lost. It was a difficnlt un- 
dertaking, but he did it successfully after a 
tremendous burst of speed that called 
great applause. Reading is thought to be 
one of the most formidable men in the race.

OPENING OF AN EXHIBITION WELL 
WORTH SEEING, 


The interior of the Lenox Lyceum looked like 
an Oriental bazaar last night. Instead of 
crafty, cross-legged, narghile-pufting believers 
in the Prophet, however, the attendants in 
charge of the countless booths of the Food and 
Health Exposition were extremely comely 
young women. A tour through the highly-col- 
ored maze of booths and stalls any day or even- 
ing for the next month would probably act both 
as a restorative and a tonic to persons with 
jaded appetites. The array of edibles on exhi- 
bition is likely to stir into unusual activity the 
salivary glands of even seasoned gourmets. 

There was an excellent attendance at the 
opening of the exposition. L. J. Callanan, the 


manager of the Retail Grocers’ Union, made an - 


address expluining the purposes of the exposi- 
tion. He was followed by the President of the 


Retail Grocers’ Union, H. L. Dreyer, who made 
some humorous remarks regarding gastronom- 
ical subjects in general, after which Mayor 
Grant, ina short speech, declared the exposi- 
tion under way. 

The exposition is under the auspices of the 
New-York Retail Grocers’ Union.

The entire space of the Lenox Lyceum has been 
utilized for this purpose, and there is no sort of 
catable, whether devised for the table of the ex- 
tremely rich or the moderately well to do, which 
is not to be seen in its uncooked state in the 
gracefully-decorated booths. 

The arrangement of these booths has been 
made more witha view to variety of couforma- 
tion and size thanto the utilization of the 
greatest amount of space, and the general ef- 
tect of the structures, with their decorations 
and contents, is singularly artistic. One of the 
haundsomest exhibits is that of a wine com- 
pany. lt occupies an entire alcove of the base- 
went, and the pyramidal arrays of bottles of all 
sizes and colors are remarkably beautiful. A 
firm of ‘yeast manufacturers has gone into the 
exposition on a largescale, notalone in the mat- 
ter of space, but in the amount of money which 
it will spepd to impress upon visitors the virt- 
ues of its yeast. The firm expects to give away 
28,000 rolls and 5,000 loaves of bread each 
week while the exposition lasts. In fact, most 
of the exhibitors will bestow upon visitors sam- 
ples of their products.

THEY DIFFER SOMEWHAT AS REPORTED 
IN NEW-YORK AND ST, LOUIS. 


St. Louis, Mo., March 7.—In a special dis- 
patch to the Republic from New-York, under 
date of Feb. 19, ex-Congressman F. G. 
Niedringhaus ts represented as saying that 
the St. Louis Stamping Works are turning out 
twenty-four tone of tin plate a day, and that he 
is paying out $1,800 a week to the workmen en- 
gaged in that industry. 

A reporter of the Iiepublic called at the St. 
Louis Stamping Works to-day tolearn some- 
thing about the amount of tin plate manufact- 
ured in 8t. Louis. Hoe met Mr. William F. 
Niedringhaus, Vice President of the St Louta 
Stamping Works. In response to the reporter's 
questions Mr. Niedringhaus said: 

“Our tin house is not quite complete, but in- 
side of two weeks we will be in shape to tin 
about eighteen tons aday. I think at present 
we are making about 150 boxes, or about nine 
tons per day, but we’ll turn out 300 boxes ir 
two weeks.” 

“Can you fill an order for ten tons of tin 
plate, and, if so, in what time ?” 

“ We could not fill such an order at present, 
but when ourmill is completed we can,” was 
the reply. ‘ We can fill an order for terns plate 
atany time. At present we use all our tin piate 
in ourown factory, amounting to about 100 boxes 
perday.

SYRACUSE SALT LANDS. 


SURPRISE AT THE TABLING OF THE 
MEASURE FOR THEIR SALE. 


SyrRacusE, N. Y., March 7.—After seeing the 
constitutional amendment providing for the sale 
ofthe salt lands at Syracuse pass through the 
Legislature in both houses last year and 
the Senate this year without opposition, 
local salt manufacturers are confounded by the 
news that the measure was practically killed in 
the Assembly Committee last Thursday, when 
William Sulzer, the Tammany Chairman of the 
committee, gave the nod which ordered it 
tabled. 

Ex-Gov. Thomas Alvord, better known as 
“Old Salt,’ said to-day: 

‘Local manufacturers are all in favor of the 
measure. I don’t see how there can be any 


opposition to the bill I drew it up my- 
self, and I was assured only the other 
day by William B. Kirk, when a committee 
called upon him to present the position of the 
Syracuse salt manufacturers, that there 
would be no opposition to the bill. 
There must be a# misunderstanding at 
Albany. To delay the passage of the reselu- 
tions at this stage for political purposes would 
be nefarious. I cannot believe this is true. The 

atronage, of course, must de what Tammany is 
ooking for.” 

Thomas Molloy, Secretary of the American 
Dairy Salt Company, said: 

“TI think the bill will pass. The local manu- 
facturers are unanimously in favor of it and 
even the Warsaw saltmakers are not opposed to 
it. It must be that there is a mistake in the 
matter at Albany.” 

Itis said that Superintendent Brumelkamp 
has gone over to thefriends of Tammany iu 
Syracuse, and that though he once favored the 
Ineasure he now seeks to keep the distribution 
of the salt patronage for evident reasons.

LTD SALT OS ES IE 

The enormous stock of tin plate imported 
just before the higher.duty was imposed is 
almost exhausted, and with it the additional 
quantity that has been imported under the 
new duty. We now begin to hear of very 
large shipments of tin plate from Wales. 
Some days ago a consignment of 1,349,- 
508 pounds was received in Chicago. On 
the 25th ult. the Portland (Me.) Argus re- 
ported the payment of $25,543.72 in duties 
“by Purves, DopGEr & Co. of St. Louis, on 
their consignment of tin [plate] brought by 
the Circassian,” and remarked that this 
“believed to be the largest sum 
ever paid on one consignment at 
this port.” The sum paid in duties 
indicates that the ‘quantity was 1,161,- 
078 pounds. Now it is announced that 
the steamer JAlassachusetis has arrived at 
Swansea, where she will take on a cargo 
of 3,000 tons, or 6,720,000 pounds, of tin 
plate for the port of New-York. At the 
same time itis reported in the high-tariff 
journals that in this country the wages of 
the men who make such thin sheets of 
steel or iron as are used in the manufacture 
of tin plate are soon to be reduced. 


The Democratic movement against H1LL 
in this State can fail only for want of 
proper and complete organization. With 
such organization it can be made to appear, 
to the satisfaction of Democrats in other 
States in general and to the Democratic 
National Convention in particular, that 
the opposition to HiLtt embraces pretty 
much all the character and intelligence 
and much more than half the number of 
the Democrats of New-York. Mr. H1ILv’s 
“regular” delegation would be of 
no avail at all against such a 
showing. “Bolting” in a Presidential 
year is an extreme measure, and probably 
was not contemplated by any of the origi- 
nal promoters of the revolt. But to pre- 
vent the nomination of a man who is con- 
sidered in other States only on account of 
the strength he is supposed to have in his 
own itis necessary only to show that, as a 
matter of fact, he is in his own State the 
weakest candidate that could be chosen. 
This is the demonstration that the Demo- 
cratic opponents of Hitt have it in their 
power to make. 
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An appointment of some importance is 
soon to be made by Gov. FLOWER, and 
there ought to be-no doubt of the choice he 
will make. Mr. Isaac V. BAKER, Jr., has 
served acceptably for five years as a mem- 
ber of the Railroad Commission. His term 
expires on May 11. He ought to be 
reappointed, not only because experi- 
ence has fully equipped him for the 
place, but for the reason that the 
non-partisan character of the board 
demands the appointment of a Republican. 
It was intended that the Board of Railroad 
Commissioners should be maintained as a 
non-partisan body. Mr. BRANDSLEY, who 
has lately been appointed for a five-year 
is a Democrat. Mr. RICKARD was 
appointed as a representative of the labor 
interest. Mr. BAKERis the Republican mem- 
ber, and his reappointment would maintain 
the political equilibrium of the commission. 
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THE TARIFF DEBATE. 

The tariff debate in the House of Repre- 
sentatives will be opened to-day. It is 
high time. The McKinley law has been in 
operation nearly a year and a half. It is 
almost as long a time since the overwhelm- 
ing Democratic majority in the House was 
elected as the verdict of the people on that 
most ignorant and fatuous piece of legisla- 
tion, When that verdict was rendered 
there was only one opinion as to its mean- 
ing, as to what the people wished to have 
done, or why they wished it. If any one at 
that time had predicted that the majority 
so elected would fritter away three months 
up its task seriously he 
would have been laughed at. As a matter 
of fact no one, Democrat or Republican, 
ventured to predict, and no one thought, 
any such thing. Kut the three months are 
gone and more, and practically nothing has 


before taking 


been done in the House. 

It follows from the circumstances of the 
case that the specific.actual legislation pro- 
posed by the House will have chiefly a po- 
litical value. That is to say, there is no 
chance of its being enacted, and therefore 
its greatest importance will consist in its 
influence upon public. opinion. But it would 
be a great mistake to suppose that it is, 
therefore, of minor-consequence, or that the 
politics involved in it is of alow sort. We 
have had plenty of politics meant to mis- 
lead or deceive or betiray the people. It is 
this kind that has kept the Democratic ma- 
jority so long dallyingr and fooling with this 
matter. There is another kind that seeks 
popular strength by <leserving it, that seeks 
popular confidence by trying fairly to 
carry out pledges raade, and that appeals 
to intelligent public opinion. That is 
the kind of which the Democratic majority 
in the House strinds very sorely in need. 
The Democratic: leaders have at last 
reached a point where they can show the 
country whether they have any real con- 
ception of its needs—any real purpose hon- 
estly to serve them. For the first time in 
the weary mor:ths that have been allowed 
to drag on sirsce Congress met, the voices of 
the leading "Democrats will be heard on the 
one question to promote the solution of 
which they were given a majority in the 
elections of 1880. It has been a tedious 
and a ‘very perilous delay. It remains to 
be sees, whether the lesson involved in it 
has been learned. 

The chief point of interest in the debate 
to ‘be opened to-day will be, not so much 
vat various members on the Democratic 
side-think of the specific measure before 
them, as how much importance they feel 
that the question of tariff reform has. If 
they will, as they now readily can, make it 
plain to the country’ that they put this 
above all other questions, that they under- 
stand the imperative nature of thé man- 
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to use all the power they now possess and 
all that may be intrusted to them to carry 
out the popular will as then expressed, the 
future is bright and full of promise. Not 
only for the Democratic Party—that is of 
no importance save as it shows itself to be 
a fit instrument to accomplish reform—but 
for the country, to which the present 
tariff system is a clog and a _ nui- 
sance. The American people, feeling 
their native and acquired strength as 
they never have felt it before, are also 
feeling more and more the galling bonds 
by which their industry, enterprise, and 
commerce are bound under the McKinley 
tariff. They long to see these bonds broken, 
to see themselves the unrestrained masters 
of their own resources and their own ener- 
gies. Itis theone political object most deep- 
ly cherished, most resolutely sought, by the 
great majority of the voters who have the 
sense to understand the situation. The party 
that will fairly and honestly devote itself 
to the accomplishment of this object, the 
satisfaction of this desire, can rule in Con- 
gress and the Executive far into the twen- 
tieth century. The Democratic Party has 
the opportunity. It has imposed upon it- 
self the duty. Only by its own weakness 
and folly can it lose that opportunity and 
failin that duty. The tariff debate will go 
far to show what is to be its fate. 


THE GOVERNMENT OF LONDON. 

The ferocity of British party spirit is 
illustrated in many ways that are startling 
to Americans, excessive as their own party 
spirit is. Nothing is commoner in an Eng- 
lish society novel than abuse of Mr. Grap- 
STONE, delivered either directly by the au- 
thor or through the mouth of one of his 
characters. The latest manifestation of 
this spirit in an irrelevant place is in 
a sphere where we ourselves have ex- 
perienced it with very bad results, and that 
isin municipal politics. Our London cor- 
respondent explained on Sunday the inter- 
est that attaches to the municipal election 
the result of which wasmade public yester- 
day. The result isthat the “‘ Progressives,” 
as they are called in municipal politics, car- 
ried the London County Council by a great 
majority. This seems to be taken as a se- 
rious calamity by the West End of London 
and its organs in the press, although these, 
being also Conservative or Unionist, en- 
deavor to break the force of the blow by 
pointing out that many of the people who 
voted for the Progressive candidates are not 
Liberals in general politics, but hate Mr. 
GLADSTONE and home rule with a perfectly 
orthodox hatred. 


This may be true, but evidently it sup- 
plies avery good argument for the Pro- 
gressives. Wheneveran Englishman aban- 
dons his party, on any question in which 
“politics” has once been invoked, the 
presumption is that the side he chooses is 
the right one. It is manifest to enlightened 
Londoners that that city, in the matter of 
municipal government, is still very far be- 
hind the chief provincial cities. One main 
reason for this is doubtless the lack of 
public spirit which is entailed upon Lon- 
don, as it is also upon New-York, by the 
fact of its being a ‘‘ metropolis.” Weare 
apt to think that it is unnecessary for 
New-York to do anything toward making 
itself more inhabitable or attractive, since 
it is already the “ first” city in the United 
States—that is, since it has the most people, 
such as they are. Local rivalry being 
unknown to us, for this bad rea- 
son we put up with things that 
would not be put up with in smaller 
places, which, in order to vindicate 
themselves, must needs have some better 
quality than bigness to show. This com- 
placency is still more marked in “the na- 
tion of London,” though it does not in- 
duce Londoners to acquiesce in municipal 
abuses that interfere with their personal 
convenience, and they would not stand 
the streets of New-York for a day. But 
London has scarcely ary municipal posses- 
sions in which she can take pride apart 
from the national institutions that are 
situated at the capital. 

Until the London County Council was 
formed, London was, in contemplation of 
law, an aggregation of parishes, and noth- 
ing could better illustrate what EMERSON 
ealled the British ‘‘prehensility of tail” 
than the failure to recognize its existence 
as a great city, obvious and manifest as the 
inconveniences. of this failure were. As the 
grievanees arising from the piecemeal meth- 
od of municipal government became intol- 
erable, they were redressed by adding other 
anomalies to the anomaly which the sys- 
tem of government itself constituted. The 
creation of the County of London in 1888 
was not effected until it had long become 
necessary. A local government as enlight- 
ened as that of Manchester or Birmingham 
would long ago have effected great changes 
in the metropolis. Thatis what the County 
Council has tried to do, and what all that 
part of London which has organs in the 
press has been denouncing it for trying. 
Of course, nobody at this distance can 
judge whether or not their schemes were 
wise, but the West End of London, with its 
clubs and newspapers, seems as little to rep- 
resent the feelings and opinions of the four 
millions and a quarter of people who in- 
habit London as of the people of England 
at large. The rate of taxation has been 
advanced by about 5 per cent., but it is not 
disputed that the inhabitants have some- 
thing to show for their money, since the 
Council has, for one item, added 1,000 
acres to the public parks, and has made 
other ambitious and costly improvements. 
The main motive of the opposition of 
“society ” and its organs to the Council 
doubtless proceeds in great part from the 
fact that the largest taxpayers are noble- 
men, who object to parting with their 
money for the benefit of the community 
and decreasing their-own incomes to that 
extent, since the improvements are under- 
taken chiefly in quarters which do, not 
affect the property of the noblemen. In 
point of social influence a Duke in England 
is still a Duke, and when he is hurt has 
means of crying out so as to be audible. 
But the people of the County of London 
do not seem to mind his crying, and they 
have approved by an overwhelming vote 
the course of the Council, which will here- 
after consist of eighty-four ‘‘ Progressives” 
to thirty-four ‘‘ Moderates.” It is natural 





that this result should astonish and dis- 
gust the Dukes and their organs. 
—_—_————— 
THE SOUTHERN PROBLEM. 

The great Southern question is now, and 
for a long time to come must continue to be, 
the question of the condition and tendency 
of the negroes, who constitute so large a 
part of the population. We have no prob- 
lem in the North that approaches it in im- 
portance and difficulty. And it may as well 
be borne in mind that this problem is one 
which the North cannot wisely meddle with 
except in the way of sympathy, confidence, 
patience, and such assistance as does not 
carry with it arbitrary or imperative as- 
sumptions. More and more the whole peo- 
ple are coming to an appreciation of the 
wisdom of HENRY W. GRADY’Ss great speech 
in Boston. 

A few days ago the Hon. W. C. P. Breck- 
INRIDGE of Kentucky spoke in Boston on 
“Southern Problems,” and chiefly, of 
course, the negro problem. In the course 
of his address he said: ‘There are many 
protectionists in the South, many Henry 
Clay Whigs; lots of Democrats sit and idly 
talk good Republican doctrine; but when 
election day comes round they vote the 
straight Democratic ticket for fear of the 
Force bill. As some one has put it, Missis- 
sippi can’t submit to New-England and the 
negro put together.” The gist of his counsel 
was contained in the words: ‘“‘ Only believe 
here in the North that other sections have 
rights as well as yourselves, and have as 
much sense as you, and you will let the 
South alone. We will then work out our 
own destiny and have no tronble with these 
questions that give ussomuch alarm. It 
takes courage, patience, and Christianity 
to settle these questions, and you may 
not believe it, but we have all these 
qualities in Kentucky. * * * Trust us 
and help us and give us your love.” This 
is an echo of the appeal of GRapy which so 
touched all considerate minds and all pa- 
triotic hearts, and the disposition in the 
North to yield to such sentiment and to 
approve it is now much stronger than it 
was when the eloquent Georgian delivered 
his message. 

We have referred to these utterances of 
eminent leaders of the white race in the 
South chiefly for the purpose of showing 
that they are in essential harmony with 
the best expression of the judgment of the 
wiser leaders of the colored race. We do 
not mean the colored men who are profes- 
sional politicians and whose opinions are 
influenced by disappointed ambition for 
office. There has lately been held 
at Tuskogee, in Alabama, a_ confer- 
ence of representative colored men of 
the Black Belt, so called. This is 
the section of the Gulf States where the 
negroes are most numerous, in many parts 
outnumbering the whites, and where for 
various obvious reasons they have been 
less affected by civilizing influences and 
more subject to ancient prejudices than in 
other sections. There, if any where, the prac- 
tical exclusion of the negro from political 
power isa grievance. But the conference, 
so far as appears in the reports of its ac- 
tion that have fallen under our eyes, made 
no complaint on this score, asserted no 
claim, least of all called for the enact- 
ment of a Force bill in behalf of the negro. 
The following summary of its formal decla- 
ration we take from the Cleveland Leader, 
which will not be suspected of suppress- 
ing anything of that character: 

“ This conference declares in the most unequiv- 
ocal way that progress is being made in mate- 
rial welfare, morals, and religion, and that the 
future of the race depends upon their power of 
self-help and self-reliance and the continuance 
of Christian education. Without in any measure 
overlooking the gravity of the evils now preva- 
lentamong the negroes, it urges, as remedies, 
that the colored people endeavor to raise their 
own meat and bread, buy alittle land as they 
can from year to year, broaden the fleld of 
women’s work, educate the boys in trades 
instead of allowing them to develop 
no future but that of farm laborer, 
and that every sacrifice be made to pur- 
chase land and secure freedom from debt. Min- 
isters and teachers are urged to give more at- 
tention to the material condition and home life 
of the people. The improvement of the schools 
through the efforts of the negroes themselves, 
the abolishing of sectarian prejudice, and closer 
attention to the mental and moral fitness of 
teachers is warmly recommended, and generous 
friends are told that they can best help the work 
ofelevation by continuing to assist advanced 
schools to produce strong Christian leaders to 


live as object lessons among the colored peo- 
ple and direct them in the ways of self-help.” 


In all this there is not.a word that sug- 
gests the need of Senator Hoar’s Force 
bill, or of the Blair Education bill, or of 
any measures of the sort. When enumer- 
ating their pressing needs, the need of 
offices or of votes is not mentioned, even 
remotely, as being of the nature of helps 
for men in their condition. What they say 
they most need is property and education 
and moral advancement and habits 
of thrift. These negroes of the 
South appear to be convinced that in 
order to enjoy the higher privileges 
of citizenship it is necessary first to pos- 
sess its primary qualifications. This is a 
reasonable and practical comclusion, and 
that it is accepted so fully and set forth so 
clearly is not only one of the most remark- 
able but one of the most hopeful signs 
that have come from that section. With 
the negro race struggling sincerely to- 
ward a realization of such aims, 
and with the white race actuated by such 
motives and such a spirit as are voiced by 
Grapy and BRECKINRIDGE, the successful 
and fortunate settlement of the Southern 
problem seems to be quite possible and 
nearer than it has sometimes seemed. 

FRANCE AND THE FAIR. 

The Paris telegram reporting that France 
was cool toward the Chicago Exposition 
because the United States withheld prop- 
erty rights from Frenchmen may have 
made some few people wonder what in the 
world the words meant. Certainly not 
many readers knew that reference was 
made to the total neglect and absolute 
breach of engagements entered into by the 
United States under the consular con- 
vention of 1853. 

Article VII. of that treaty secured 
to Frenchmen resident here and to Amer- 
icans resident in France precisely the 
same rights that citizens of the respective 
nations enjoyed regarding ownership of 
realestate. In recognition cfsour dual sys- 
tem of State and Federal. governmen: is 











was agreed that this privilege should be 
complete immediately wherever State laws 
to that effect then existed, and “as to those 
States by whose existing laws aliens are 
not permitted to hold real estate the Presi- 
dent engages to recommend to them the 
passage of such laws as may be necessary 
for the purpose of conferring this right.” 

The wisdom or unwisdom of this treaty 
will not now be discussed. The present 
point merely is that France resents recent 
action by both Congress and sundry sepa- 
rate States restricting or abolishing the 
rights of Frenchmen (as aliens) to own 
American soil But thisis far too narrow 
a view to take of the subject. There are a 
score or more of treaties between the 
United States and “abroad” regulating 
the rights of alien ownership of real estate, 
and in several of them these rights are re- 
ciprocal. What is the effect upon Ameri- 
cans abroad who own real estate by virtue 
of a reciprocal right apparently terminated 
by act of Congress? And when the aot is 
not by Congress, but by-a State Logislat- 
ure, isthe treaty void, andin whole or in 
part? 

Not a few individuals who do not 
now dream of itare presumptively pri- 
marily affected by these laws. Individuals 
may be left to their own embarrassments; 
but itisa matter of more general concern 
that Legislatures, whether State or Fed- 
eral, should not disregard settled rights and 
customs with a troubadour’s gayety and 
with brusque if not dishonest disregard of 
solemn engagements. 





OVERLOOKED BY THE LEAGUE. 

We cannot find in the latest issue of the 
Protective Tariff League’s Bulletin, other- 
wise known as the American Economist, 
any correction of the absurd misstate- 
ments of Eli Perkins, to which it has given 
@ wide circulation, but the following para- 
graph appears in a part of the space which 
should have been filled with an apology 
for the publication of Perkins’s fictitious 
tales: 

“Ever since the reunion of the employés of 
the great felt manufacturing establishment of 
Mr. ALFRED DOLGE, at Dolgeville, N. Y., the 
free-trade papers [mneaning all journals that are 
opposed to McKinleyism] have entirely ceased 
asking how the new tariff has affected wages. 
After Mr. DoLGE’s statement that the 10 per 
cent. advance in wages during 1891 was made 
possible only by the practical workings of the 
McKinley tariff law, they probably oonsider 
discretion to be the better part of valor.” 

This refers to an advance of wages in a 
factory where piano felt is manufactured. 
“We are no longer at the mercy of the im- 
porter of foreign felts,” says Mr. DoLGE. 
In the McKinley act the duty on piano felt 
was increased from 35 cents a pound and 
40 per cent. ad valorem to 491, cents a 
pound and 60 per cent. The Treasury re- 
port shows that the present duty is equiva- 
lent to 97.8 per cent. 

The Tariff League Bulleiin’s remarks af- 
ford ground for a suspicion that it has 
overlooked what has recently taken place 
in several factories. We shall not go back 
to our list of reductions of wages in 1891, 
which caused the Bulletin much annoy- 
ance untilit procured from Mr. J. W. JONES 
of Hutchinson, Kan., that memorable state- 
ment in which all the notorious reductions 
and all the great strikes of that year were 
blotted out by a few strokes of a Hutchin- 
son pen. We shall point out more recent 
changes in wages, giving authority which 
the Tariff League must accept in spite of 
any reports from the town of Hutchinson. 


Here are some of them: 

“READING, Penn., Jan. 26.—Yesterday the re- 
duction in the wagesof the employés of the 
Brooke Iron Company at, Birdsboro, this 
county, announced some time ago, took effect, 
and all the puddlers, heaters, and other em- 
ployés continued at work, excepting some of the 
nail feeders. The firm employs nearly 400 
hands.”—Philadeiphia Ledger, (Rep.,) Jan. 27, 
1892. 

“The wages of the puddlers in the employ of 
the Chesapeake Nail Works at -Harrisburg, 
Penn., have been reduced from $4 per day to 
$3.50 per day, taking effect on the {5th inst.”’— 
The Iron Age, Feb. 18, 1892. 

“On the same day a reduction in wages 
varying from 7 to 11 percent. went into effect 
at the Central Iron Works, Harrisburg, Venn.”’ 
—tThe Iron Age, Feb. 18, 1892. 

“The puddling department of the Central 
Tron Works at Harrisburg, Penn., shut down 
Saturday night, throwing between 200 and 
300 men out of employment. The men would 
not accept the reduction.”"—Boston Commercial 
Bulletin, Feb. 20, 1892. 

*“*CorRODE & SAYLOR of the Reading Rolling 
Mill, at Reading, Penn., on Thursday night no- 
tified theiremploy¢s of a 10 per cent. reduction 
of wages, to take effect next week. The firm 
employs about 630 hands.”—7he Iron Age, Feb. 
25,1892. Alsoby Associated Press, Feb. 19. 

“ Early last week the Jefferson Iron Works of 
Steubenville, Ohio, notitied their nailers of a re- 
duction In wages amounting to 25 per cent.’’— 
[This was afterward withdrawn. )]—7ie Jron Age, 
Feb, 25, 1892. 

“The Columbia Iron and Steel Company of 
Pittsburg, whose plant is located at Uniontown, 
Penn., have made a demand for a reduction of 
25 per cent. in the wages of their employés.” 
—Thelron Age, Feb. 25, 1892. 

“The Pottsville (Penn.) Iron and Steel Com- 
pany will reduce the wages of its 600 employés 
at Pottsville 10 per cent.’”’—Bosion Commerciat 
Bulletin, Feb. 20, 1892. 

“ PITTSBURG, Penn., Feb. 28.—Following the 
discharge of the puddlers from all the furnaces 
at J. PAINTER’s SONS’ mills last week came the 
dismissal of 200 puddlers on Saturday by JoNEs 
& LAUGHLIN, * * * Thereis but one thing to 
do, and that will be to reduce the wages of pud- 
dlers.”—Special Dispatch to the Chicago inter 
Ocean, (Rep.,) Feb. 29, 1892. 

* LAWRENCE, March 1.—A out in the wool 
sorters’ wages at the Arlington Mills goes into 
effect to-day. Itis said that 12,000,000 pounds 
of wool are used yearly at the mill, and that the 
price list now going into eifect will reduce the 
wages of the men in the aggregate 20 per cent.” 
—Special Dispatch in the Boston Herald, March 
2, 1892. 

“A reduction of wages of about 10 per cent. 
took piace yesterday in most of the piece-work 
departments of the Singer Sewing Machine 
Works,”’—Associated Press, March 2, 1892. 

“It has been definitely decided by the tin- 
plate manufacturers that wages on black plates 
must be reduced.”’—Special Dispatch from Pitis- 
burg to ihe Philadelphia Press, (Rep.,) March 2, 
1892, 

“ We can state that all the nail factories in 
the Pittsburg district are, being operated under 
private arrangement with their men as regards 
Wages to be paid for cutting nails. While it ts 
true reductions have recently taken place at 
one or more mills, the men have no recourse in 
the matter.”—The Iron Age, March 3, 1892. 

On the other hand, in addition to the ad- 
yance of 10 per cent. in the piano felt 
factory, there should be noted the follow- 
ing: 

“The Carbon-Limestone Company of Youngs- 
town, Ohio, has advanced the waces of all em- 
ployés 10 pert cent.”—Boston Commercial Bul- 
lettin, Feb. 13, 1892,

study of its new edition of Eli Perkins’s 
monograph on chicory.

MR. PITOU’S COMPANY. 

Mr. Pitou’s “stock company,’ which has 
been playing in other cities all Winter, came to 
town last night. As the new Fifth Avenue The- 
tre is still unfinished, the Union Square Theatre 
was the place of its appearance. Mr. Pitou 
used to be an actor, and played Horatio to Mr. 
Booth’s Hamlet. Before that time he was a 
sailor. In recent years he has been a success- 
ful manager of traveling troupes, and has also 
written a play. Mr. Pitou, in fact, is a man of 
action and full of enterprise. - 

His avowed purpose in forming a permanent 
dramatic company was to produce new Amert- 
can plays, and his taste seemed to lead him in 
the direction of pieces of the sdcial-emotional 
order, dramatic transcriptions of the mild sen- 


timent and repressed passion of contemporary 
life among the well-to-do folks of our large 
citie » 

Two plays of that kind were tried by Mr. 
Pitou in other towns without much success. 
He came to New-York, therefore, equipped 
with a French farce done into English by 
Frederick Horner, a London playwright. This 
is a pity, both because Mr. Pitou’s company 
isnot particularly well suited to faree, and be- 
cause there has been an re of that kind 
of theatrical entertainment in New-York this 
Winter. 

The performance was begun last evening, 
however, with something a little better than a 
farce, a mere trifle which itsauthor, Mr. Lorimer 
Stoddard, does not call ® play, but an episode. 
This is daintily conceived, well written, and 
true to life, but itis not the sort of thing miscel- 
laneous audiences are fond of. 

It shows how a very young woman loved a 
worthless fellow who wooed her because he 
thought she was rich, and how, when he 
learned that she was poor, he quickly took 
advantage of some cross words she uttered 
and forsook her. It was a very hard trial 
for the little girl, who was weeping bit- 
terly, after a fntile effort to be gay, when 
the falling curtain shut her out of sight. 
But, of course, it was a very good lesson for 
her, and she will not be a worse woman for 
learning thus early that all men are not angels 
and many of them have traits of the demon and 
the jackass. 

These newly-formed “stock companies” al- 
ways involve the rearrangenient of the posi- 
tions before the public of old friends. Some 
of the actors in Mr. Pitou’s troupe have long 
been well known in New-York. It includes Ida 
Vernon, who made her first appearance here at 
Niblo’s as long ago as the Spring of 1860, as 
Prince Zamna, ‘‘ making the grand ascent from 
stage to sky-borders on horseback ”’—a début 
scarcely less brilliant than that of Mrs. Orum- 
miles who was first seen by the immortal Vin- 
cent standing on her head on the butt end of a 
spear, surrounded by blazing fireworks. 

Since then Miss Vernon has grown to be an 
esteemed representative of lovely matrons, fa- 
yoring those who bear with them always sad 
memories of early blighted love, to chasten 
somewhat the inevitable gayety of prosperous 
middle life in cultured circles on the stage. 
Few of her admirers remember Prince Zamna 
and his educated steed. 

Nelson Wheatcroft and W. H. Thompson also 
return to us with this company, and Jane 
Stuart, the slangy girl of “The Senator,” 
who is now the heroine of Mr. Stoddard’s 
sketch, called ‘“‘ Her First Love.” The leading 
actress of the company is Minnie Scligman, a 
handsome woman, whose manner ig still’rather 
crude, but who has nevertheless the talent to 
depict’ the passions of anger, hate, and love so 
as to convince the spectator. 

“ The Last Straw” isa brisk and utterly pre- 
posterous three-act farce, taken from “ L’Ar- 
ticle 231,” by Paul Ferrier, that was 
lately done in Paris at the Comédie, where 
they sometimes take in a mere farce if 
they think it as good of its kind as ‘‘Le 
Député de Bombignac.” Acted in the right 
manner, with exquisite delicacy of touch, and 

rfect stage management, perhaps ‘The 
Last Straw” would seem to be as good 
as the adaptations of “Le Député” 
As it is, there is no Ilaok of _ spirit 
andfun. But the performance is surprisingly 
rough and uneven, and the stage management 
is sadly at fault—if Mr. Pitou’s stage manage- 
ment is to be compared with that of the other 
“ stock companies ” in New-York. 

There was a big oil lamp. lighted, on the stage 
last night that seemed to be in avery perilous 
position. Perhaps there was no real danger 
that it would be knocked over, but the actors 
scemed to carelessly crowd around it and 
pushed one another recklessly against the slight 
table upon which it stood. This is bad stage 
management. Spectators watched the lamp 
and forgot the play. 

“The Last Straw” has the simplest plotin 
the world, and it is ingeniously developed. 
A husband and wife who quarrel seek 
shelter, each without the other's knowl- 
edge, at the house of the wife's father, 
a merry old .widower, who has arranged to 
have a nice little prize fight on his lawn that 
night, followed by a supper, to which he 
has invited the ladies of the Alham- 
bra ballet. He is, naturally, very anxious 
to get rid of his unexpected visitors. There 
are other complications, of the usual diverting 
kind, and the picce, which begins with a matri- 
monial squadble, ends with a reconciliation. 

Miss Seligman plays the wife vigorously and 
with no lack of variety of tone and facial ex- 
pression; but her proper field is not farce, or 
even comedy of the lighter order. Mr. W. H, 
Thompson is an_ actor who is seen at his 
bestin a strongly-drawn ‘character’ part, in- 
volved in picturesque situations. He plays the 
airy widower heavily, and the humor of the 
part rests uneasily on him. 

Mr. Nelson Wheatcroft has always been suc- 
cessful when depicting the traits of a cool- 
hended, intellectually alert, and self-possessed 
man of the world. As a vacuous fop he 
plays carefully and with a perfect understand- 
ing of the possibilities of his role, but he never 
seems to really think slowly. 

Adelaide Stanhope is a lively French maid- 
servant, Gustave Frankela politico and urbane 
solicitor, and William Faversham an irritable 
but sound-hearted young husband. 

The house was well filled last night, and both 
plays were boisterously applauded.

THE PACIFIC SLOPE GUN FACTORY, 


UNDER THE JOINT CONTROL OF THA 
ARMY AND NAVY DEPARTMENTS. 


WASHINGTON, March 7.—Senator Squires, 
Chairman of the Committee on Coast Defenses, 
to-day submitted an elaborate and exhaustive 
report on the bill reported by him last week for 
the establishment of a gun factory onthe Pa. 
cific coast for the assembling of heavy ordnance 
for the army and navy. 

During the hearings given it was apparent 
that while the War Department officials favored 
the plant they were strongly opposed to havin 
any of the direction of the factory given 
naval officers on the ground that the coast de- 
fenses of the Government were properly in charge 
of the War Department, and as the factory was 
intended chiefly to manufacture guns for the 
protection of the Pacific coast, the army should 
have complete control of it. The committee, 
however, by a unanimous vote, decided to re- 
port the bill in its present shape, which leaves 
the control of the factory under the direction of 
both the War and Navy Departments. 

POSTAL TELEGRAPH SERVICE. 

In the Senate Mr. Sawyer (Rep., Wis.,) intro- 
duced a bill to authorize the establishment of 4 
postal telegraph service. It anthorizes tha 
Postinaster General (upon the advice and ap- 
proval of the Secretary of the Treasury and 
Attorney General) to contract with any person, 
company, or corporation owning or operating 
telegraph lines for the transmission of corre- 
spondence, press dispatches, and postal money 
orders, at such rates as may be agreed upon by 
the contracting parties—not to exceed the rates 
now charged for similar messages. 

It also authorizes the Postmaster General to 
conclude treaties or conventions with foreig 
ceuntries for the extension and connection o 
the postal telegraph service. The bill was re- 
ferred to the Post Office Committee. 

THE DUSBOIS-CLAGETT CONTEST. 

Those who believed that the Dubois-Clagett 
contested election case had been disposed of for 
good and all were disappointed this moruing. 
Senator Morgan (Dem., Ala.,) moved, soon after 
the Senate began its session, that the vote 
whereby Dubois was declared entitied to his 
seat be reconsidered. He said that personally 
and politically both Dubois and Clagett were in- 
different to him, and that his sole purpose in 
making the motion was that Southern Senators, 
allof whom were excluded from the chamber 
when the act of 1866 was passed, shéuld have a 
Tight to sav something as to the proper con- 
struction of that act under the Constitution. 

After a colloquy between Mr. Morgan and Mr, 
Teller the motion was laid aside temporarily, as 
was also a motion by Mr. Morgan to reconsider 
the vote by which Mr. Clagett’s claim was re- 
jected.

LONDON, March 8.—The St. Petersburg o<- 
respondent of the Standard recounts, under re« 
serve, @ startling story in connection with the 
surprising speech made by the Emperor of 
Germany at the recent banquetat Branden- 
burg. 

The correspondent says that a gentleman who 
was present at the Brandenburg banquet when 
Emperor William made his memorable speech 
remarked to the Emperor: “Your Majesty 
should not forget Russia.” 

To this remark Emperor William is said to 
have retorted: ‘‘I will pulverize Russia.” 

The correspondent adds that when Gen, 
Count von Schuvaloff, the Russian Minister az 
Berlin, was apprised of this remarkabie 
utterance and upon investigation found 
that what he had heard was true, he immediate. 
ly acquainted M. de Giers, the Russian Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, with the facts in the case, 
who repeated the remarks of Emperor William 
to the Czar. 

The Czar then summoned to his presence Gen, 
von Schwennitz, the German Ambassador at Bt, 
Peteraburg, and after recounting to him the 
statement made by M. de Giers, said:

TO ADOPT A COURSE TO BE PURSUED IF

WASHINGTON, March 7.—The Bering Sea con- 
troversy will be fully considered at the Cabinet 
meeting to-morrow for the purpose of deter- 
mining the policy of this Government in the 
event of Lord Salisbury’s continued refusal to 
renew the modus vivendi for the coming sea- 
£0n. 

LONDON, March 7.—A mistake made by a tele- 
graph agency, which published that the Right 
Hon. Edward Stanhope, Secretary of State for 
War, in the debate on the Esquimalt defenses in 
the House of Commons to-day had declared that 
urgency had arisen for the fortification of that 
place “during the last few days,’’ instead of 
“during the last few years,” created a momen- 
ary scare this afternoon, as it was connected 
with adverse rumors regarding the Bering Sea 
question. 

The rapidity with which the correction was 
sent out saved widespread alarm.

SIR GEORGE BADEN-POWELL’S VIEWS 


ENGLAND, HE DECLARES, IS DESIROUS 
OF SAVING THE SEALS. 


Sir George Baden-Powell of England, a mem- 
per of the Bering Sea Commission, was at the 
Windsor Hotel for a time yesterday. He 
went to Washington in the afternoon for further 
conference on the seal fisheries question. 

He said he was not at liberty to say just what 
had been done by the representatives of the 
two Governments, but he was confident that 
the attempt at arbitration would be successful. 
So far as the commission from the British Gov- 
erpment was concerned, if was anxious to se- 


cure some settlement of the question that would 
result in saving the seals. Lord Salisbury was 
as desirous of saving the seals as it was possible 
for Mr. Blaine to be. 

Sir Georce said that the exact situation in 
Bering Sea was not properly understood. The 
figures given in some newspapers of the num- 
ber of seals killed were wide of the facts. He 
said that he had spent about three months in 
Bering 5ea and had made as careful investiga- 
tion of the situation as possible. It had not been 
possible to secure exact information aa to the 
poaching or the probable number of seals 
which yet remain to breed in those waters. 
A great deal of fresh information, however, had 
been secured during the trip of the commission, 
which had been a pleasant and satisfactory one. 
When the official report was published it would 
throw new light on the question involved. 

As to the new modus vivendi, which was said 
to have been proposed by Lord Salisbury and 
rejected, he said he knew nothing. Naturally, 
this modus vivendi, if there .were a new one, 
would be somewhat different from the one pro- 

osed a year ago, asthe conditions on the seal- 
oe grounds were different. The motives of the 
British Government in trying to adjust the seal 
—* Sir George reiterated, were to save the 

eals. 

“ Whatever is done,” he said, “must be with 
the idea of preventing the seals trom being ex- 
terminated. From a financial standpoint, Eng- 
land is interested to a greater extent than the 
United States. There is more money in prepar- 
ing the skins and in shipping them than in 
simply catching the seals. The skins are dressed 
in England. English ships — them, and it is 
apparent that our country could have no object 
in exterminating them, On the contrary, we 
want them saved.” 

Sir George said that he had been much im- 
pressed, when on the Pacific coast, with the 
quality of the American sailors. They were an 
unusually able-bodied, intelligent, and hardy 
set of men, and he had seen enough to make the 
foundation of a respectable navy. 
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TIDE AGAINST HILL. 
——s>_— 
SENTIMENT AGAINST HIM BECOMING 
BITTER IN THE WEST. 


WASHINGTON, March 7.—Secnator Hill came 
back from New-York this afternoon, and spent 
the remainder of the day in his rooms at the 
Arlington. He found nobody waiting to confer 
with him concerning the progress of the Hill 
boomlet. 

Within the last twenty-four hours a number 
of prominent Democrats from different sections 
of the country have arrived in Washington, 
and, from their remarks concerning the feeling 


in their localities, it is plain that the anti- 
Hill sentiment is stronger than some of 
the Senator’s bitterest foes have claimed it 
to be. A well-known Michigan Democrat said 
this evening that Hill’s lieutenant, William G. 
Thompson, of Detroit, was trying his best to 
carry out his chief’s instructions and manu- 
facture Hill stock in Michigan, but he 
was having a hard time of it, with the 
certain prospect of being lost to view when the 
Democratic State Convention is held. ‘The feel- 
ing for Cleveland among Michigan Democrats 
is declared to be as strong as it is in Wisconsin, 
whore Hillis aleo making ineilectual! etiorts to 
establish footholds. 

“ After a few State Conventions are held and 
the delegates are instructed to vote for Cleve- 
land, the country will get a first-class idea of 
the insignificance of the Hill moyement,’’ this 
Democrat said. “In my opinion, Hill will be 
beaten out of sight long before the National 
Convention meets.” 

Another Democrat submitted a few propoat- 
tions, which go right at the heart of the situa- 
tion. 

“Three or four months ago,” he said, 
“Cleveland was generally considered the 
candidate of the Democratic Party. To-day 
there is an effort being made to con- 
vince the country that David B. Hill is 
the Democracy’s choice. Who is responaible 
for this effort! David B. Hill, If Hill did not 
aspire to the Presidency, is it likely that any 
other man would now be contesting Cleveland's 
right to the nomination! Had any other 
man been seriously mentioned until Hill’s action 
in calling the ‘snap’ convention gave rise to 
the suspicion that New-York State might not be 
eurried by either Cleveland or Hill? None but 
negative replies can be given to these questions.

“* Should he succeed in securing the requisite 
number of delegates, all he could say to the 
country would be, ‘I have beaten Cleveland.’ 
He could point to no utterance or act of his own 
caloulated to show that he fuvored reforms of 
any kind. He wouldsimply be the embodiment of 
successful machine policies. Perhaps some 
Democrats have not looked atthe question of 
Hill's pid for the Presidential nomination in 
this light. [ ask them to look at it now, and see 
lf my propositions are not correct.” 

Hill is engaged in revising his plans for the 
Southern vote-seeking trip he is about to un- 
dertake. He will try to visit all the 
towns of importance where his henchmen 
have succeeded in working up invitations in his 
interest. To-night it is reported that he will ask 
ex-Senator Thomas F. Grady and Bourke Cock- 
ran to accompany him. ith these mouth- 
pieces of Tammany in his train, David ffigures

PORTLAND DEMOCRATIC FOR THE FIRST 
TIME IN YEARS. 


PORTLAND, Me., March 7.—The city is turned 
upside down to-night and the Democrats are 
parading the streets with bands and torches. 
For the first time for years, the Democrats 
have gained control of the City Govern- 
ment, electing a majority of the City 
Council on joint ballot, and _ their 
Mayor by a wide margin. Full returns from all 
wards give the following result for Mayor: In- 
graham, (Dem.,) 3,453; True, (Rep.,) 3,126; 
Deering, (Proh.,) 103; scattering, 3. The 
Democrats elect 6 out of 7 Alder 
men. In the Common Council, 9 Repub- 
licans and 9 Democrats are chosen, with no 
choice on 38 Councilmen. This gives the 
Democrats 15 out of 28 votes clear on joint bal- 
lot and turns out of office the entire corps of 
city officers, some of whom have served for 
twenty-five years or more. The School Board 
stands 4 Republicans and 3 Democrats, 

Deering held its election to-day for the first 
board of officers under its city charter. The 
Republicans carried the entire City Council 
and elected W. W. Merrill Mayor. 

ROCKLAND, Me., March 7.—-The Republicans 
elected Mayor Butler to-day fora third term. 
They will control the City Government. 

ELLSWORTH, Me., March 7.—There was no elec- 
tion of Mayor to-day, Norris (Rep.) lacking six 
votes of a plurality. The City Government is

THE GEORGIA PRIMARIES. 


> — 
ALL THAT THE CLEVELAND MEN ASK 
FOR IS FAIR PLAY. 


ATLANTA, Ga., March 7.—The opening prima- 
ries and county meetings to select delegates to 
the State Convention of May 18 will be held on 
the firat Tuesday in April. Carroll County, 
which is certain to select Cleveland delegates, 
will do so by primaries. The Cleveland 
men all through the State will insist on that 
form of election fortwo reasons; first because 
it brings the people out, and, second, because it 
will give a chance to challenge the votes of men 
who haye declared themselves members of 
other parties. On this line, the Evening Herald, 
of which the Hon. B. M. Blackburn, State 
Chairman of the Cleveland Campaign Commit- 
tee, is editor, says to-day: 

“There must be a straight fight in the selection of 
Presidential delegates in this state. The Cleveland 
following in Georgia call tor nothing more than 
aftairdeal. They want the will of the peuple ex- 
pressed in the usual Democratic way. This can 
only be done through a primacy vote. All this talk 
about ‘ Yardsticks’ isthe veriest bosh. The trath 
is, that it comes very late in the day, when it is con- 
sidered that the political air of Georgia has been full 
ot ‘Yardsticks’ for two years, and no protest has 
ever been made by those who appear to be 60 op- 
posed to it under changed conditions. 

“But there is absolutely nothing in the ‘yarda- 
stick’ theory sofar as it is made to apply to the 
Democrats who favor Mr. Cleveland. All that these 
men want is for Democrats to vote in the selection 
of delegates, and none but Democrats. It does not 
matter what a man favors, whether for or against 
free silver, whether he is a tariff reformer or pro- 
tectionist, so long as he is a Democrat who will in- 
dorse the choice of his party. If this is a ‘yard- 
stick,’ why, it should be appled to every vote in 
every locality in this country. If the Hill 
organs are opposed to such a rule they should 
not be allowed to even suggest to the party what to 
do. Let us have primaries. Let Democrats alone 
vote in these primaries. Let them indicate their 
Presidential preferences. Is there anything wrong 
in this?” 

In an interview Col. James H. Blount, Chair- 
man of the Foreign Relations Committee of 
the Federal House of Representatives, on 
the composition of the Hill and Cleve- 
land factions says: “ There are in 
Georgia persons who, supposing Hill’s chances 
for nomination for President probable, are com- 
bining to control the State delegation to Chi- 
cago in his interest, expecting their re- 
ward in the event of his nomination. Most 
active among them are to be found persons 
whose opposition to tariff reform was well de- 
fined until they were compelled to a 
hypocritical conversion by -the overwhelm- 
ing sentiment of the Democratic masses of the 
entire country. Some of them are urging the 
selection of an uninstructed delegation to the 
nominating conventions. This proposition is 
essentially patriotic in the abstract. Are 
the pevetee jroclaiming it sincere, or do 
they hope by the virtue it contains to divert at- 
tention from their purpose and stealthily 
gain control of the State? Can they 
thus invite the people to a strange sleep, 
from which, when awakened, they are to find 
the men who have adhered to the principles of 
Democracy through evil and good report dis- 
credited, and themselves controlled by change- 
lings? It is only by vigilance and courage, 
against secret as weil as open ene- 
mies, that sound political principles and 
pure government can be muintained. The 
action of the State Committee providing for the 
selection of delegates by primaries is wise and 
patriotic.

STATUES ON EXHIBITION.

JOSEPH LINDEN SMITH’S SUCCESSFUL EX- 
PERIMENTS IN COLORING, 


Boston, March 7.—At the Museum of Fine 
Arts to-day the colored statues of the Hermes 
of Praxiteles and the Venus Genetrix were 
exhibited for the first time. The work of 
coloring the casts was done by Joseph 
Linden Smith, and in a pamphlet written by 
Edward Robinson, Curator of Classical Antiqui- 
ties, describing the experiment, it is stated that 
this attempt to reproduce the effect of 
color employed by the Greeks in their 
marble sculpture was the outgrowth of an ex- 
hibition last year in the museum, composed 


mainly of pictures showing traces of color on 
antique marbles and terra-cotta objects. 

The interest aroused by that exhibition was 
so widespread and so frequently manifested 
that i¢ seemed worth while to continue the ex- 
periments upon a more ambitious scale. Thanks 
to the generosity of a few friends of the muse- 
um, it has been possible to do this, 

While in Europe last Summer Mr. Robinson 
gecured full-sized casts of the statues of the so- 
called Venus Jenetrix inthe Louvre, and the 
Hermes of Praxiteles,the latter with the missin 
= restored by the late Prof. Sharper o 
3erlin. 

Joseph Lindon Sinith offered to undertake the 
difficult task of coloring them. It has been labor 
in an entirely new field, and those 
who see only the results can hardly 
guess the number of experiments by 
which they have been attained through 
a gradual process of evolution. The steadfast- 
ness of Mr. Smith’s desire to carry bis archxo- 
logical data to their jiogioal conclusion, irre- 
spective of modern ideas of color, has, 
combined with his taste, produced a result in 
the highest degree educational

OBITUARY.

HENRY J. CULLEN, JR. 

Henry J. Cullen, Jr., a member of thelaw firm 
of Wingate, Cullen & Miller, 20 Nassau Street, 
and one of the leaders of the Democratio Party 
of Brooklyn, died of blood poisoning yesterday 
morning at bis home, 23 Pierrepont Street, that 
clty. Mr. Cullen was for many years the right- 
hand man of Hugh McLaughlin, and he was 
credited with originating the scheme by which 
Mayor Chapin was run for Congress last Fall to 
succeed David A, Boody, who was elected 
Mayor. Mr. Cullen was born in Brooklyn in 1841 
and was the son of a well-known physician. He 
graduated from Union College, Schenectady, 
N. Y., and entered a law office in this city. He 
was on his way around the world and 
was in California when the war broke out, 
Hurrying East he enlisted as a private in the 
Twenty-third Regiment, and served thirty days 
in the Pennsylvania campaign. After the war 


he was a Colonel on the staff of Gen. John B. 
Woodward of the State militia. In 1873 he and 
Gen. George W. Wingate established the law 
firm of Wingate & Cullen. He was an office 
lawyer and rarely appeared in court. He was 
one of the counsel for Tammany Hall in the lit- 
igations growing out of the election of 1879, 
took partin the West Shore Railway organiza- 
tion, and was a Director of James D. Fish’s Ma- 
rine National Bank and was counsel for Fish. It 
was through his efforts that his brother, Edgar 
M. Cullen, and Willard Bartlett were elevated 
to the Supreme Court bench in Brooklyn, and 
he had had a hand in all Democratic nomina- 
tions in Kings County for years. 

In hishouse Mr. Cullen had acollection of 
Americana valued at $40,000, a large and valu- 
able art gallery, and an extensive collection of 
rare old English prints. Two years ago cancer 
developed, and several operations afforded no 
relief. He attended to business until a week 
ago, become unconscious last Friday, and there- 
after gradually sank. He leaves a wife, the 
daughter of Archibald Baxter, an old New- York 
merchant living in Brooklyn. 

Mr. Cullen was a Director of the People’s 
Trust Company of Brooklyn, the New-York and 
New-Jersey Telephone Company, the Brooklyn 
Heights Railway Company, the Brooklyn Union 
Elevated Railroad System, and belonged to the 
Manhattan Club, the Brooklyn Club, the Turf 
Club, the Brooklyn Jockey Club, and many other 
clubs and societies in this city and Breoklyn. 
Last year he and his wife were confirmed mem- 
bers of Grace Protestant Episcopal Church, 
Brooklyn Heights. 

Mr, Cullen was in the Assembly in 1869, and 
was Public Administrator in Kings County from 
1871 to 1881. He was a nephew of the late 
Judge Alexander MoCue, Solicitor of the Treas- 


ury. 

The arrangements for the funeral were com- 
plowed yesterday. The services will be con- 

ucted by the Rev. Dr. C. B. Brewster at Grace 
Church on the Heights at 2:30 P. M. to-morrow.

Mr. Mason be- 
longed to a prominent family in Hagerstown, Ma., 
and was a nephew of John Thomson Mason, who was 
a member of the Maryland Legislature; subsequently 
a Congressman, and then Collector at Baltimore. Mr. 
Mason leaves a wife. The funeral will take place 
from the house at 1 o’clock this afternoon. 


Mrs. Wealthy Ann Angus, aged seventy-six years, 
died at Elizabeth, N. J., yesterday. She was the 
widow of James W. Angus, who went to Mexicoin 
1844, and was appointed daring the Mexican war by 
Gen. Scott a Commissary for the American Army. 
Mrs. Angus joined her husband inthe City of Mex- 
ico, traveling across the mountainsfrom Vera Cruz 
ina stagecoach. Her companions were Ulysses 8. 
Grant, at that time just graduated from West Point 
and a ligutenant, and her son. She was with her 
husband in Mexico during the siege of the city, and 
her life while there was replete with thrilling ad- 
ventures. Her father was Isaac Jaques, a merchant 
tailor in New-York. Mrs. Angus leaves ten children 
aud twenty-nine grandchildren. 

Representative John W. Kendall of Kentucky 
was suddenly stricken with apoplexy in Washington 
yesterday morning, and died at 9:25 o'clock last 
night at his home near the Capitol, Mr. Kendall 
was born in Elliott County, Ky., in 1834. 
He received his education first in the coun- 
tr schoola and afterward at the Owings- 
ville Academy. He studied law and was twice 
elected County Attorney. He served during the 
war as an officer in the Confederate Army. He 
served two termsin the Kentucky Legislature and 
years Commonwealth Attorney for the 
Thirteenth Judicial District. In November, 1890, 
he defeated Robert C. Hill, the Republican candi- 
date for election to the Fifty-second Congress. 

John Berkeley Grimball, of a family distinguished 
in South Carolina since 1682, died at Charleston yes- 
terday morning. He was the oldest living graduate 
of Princeton College, being a graduate of the class of 
1819. Hoe was born in 1800. He was arich rice 
planter. He was a prominent delegate to the co- 
operative convention in 1852. His son, John Grim- 
ball, was a distinguished officer on the Confederate 
cruiser Shenandoah, and more recently has been a 
lawyer in this city. 

William P. Woodcock, a prominent resident of 
Bedford Village, Westchester County, N. Y., died at 
his home yesterday, aged ninety years. The early 
part of his life was spent in this city, and he amassed 
a fortune while in business. He was a Director of 
the Bowery Fire Insurance Company. He leaves two 
sons and two daughters, who will inherit an estate 
of the value, it is thought, of nearly $1,000,000, 


Nelson G. Carman, a well-known citizen of Brook. 
lyn, died on Sunday at his home, 150 Schermerhorn 
Street, aged seventy-eight years. Death was due to 
softening of the brain. He was born in Brooklynin 
1814, and never lived elsewhere. He was a whole- 
sale merchant in Washington Market. In1845 and 
1849 he was an Alderman, and untila few years ago 
was active in Republican politics. 

Hermann Zuberbier. aged sixty-six years, is dead. 
He was a native of Germany, cameto New-Orleans 
fifty years ago, served in the Mexican war, and 
subsequently wentinto business in this city with 
the firm of Frank & Zuberbier. He returned to 
New-Orleans in 1861, where he has since had a high 
position in the grocery trade, becoming a millionaire.

MR. BRODSKY TO GO UP TOWN. 
_o—_— 
THE REAPPORTIONMENT GIVES HIM THE 
OHANCE TO LEAVE THE EIGHTH. 


The reapportionment of the legislative dis- 
tricts is going to give some of the politicians a 
shance to change their residences. John E. 
Brodsky has already decided to take advantage 
of it. He is going to move from Rivington 
Street, in the Eighth District, to 24 East One 
Hundred and Twenty-sixth Street, in the 
Twenty-third District. He says he is not going 
to let go of politics in the Eighth District alto- 
gether, but he will be an “adviser” down there. 
His friends, headed by Sam Engel, will look out 
for his interest there. 

Mr. Brodsky succeeded the late John J. 
O’Brien in the leadership of the O’Brien Repub- 
licans in the district, Afterward he had a 
break with the old association and began a ficht 
to get back into the regular organization. He 
finally succeeded; and in the recent reorganiza- 
tion of the district he got control of the District 
Committee. Mr. Brodsky has probably fore- 
seen that the Republican strength iu the Eighth 
District will suffer severely from the reappor- 
tionment, and he is seeking more promising 
fields and fresher pastures. 

The present boundaries of the Eighth District 
are Division and Stanton Streets on the south 
and north, Norfolk and Clinton Streets on the 
east, and the Bowery onthe west. One plan 
now being considered by the Tammany seog- 
raphers who are laying out the new districts 
is to extend the Eighth District to Broadway 
on the west, make Norfolk Street the eastern 
boundary, and curtail its length by Rivington 
and Grand Streets. 

There is also considerable talk to the effect 
that the new apportiontment will make ten dis- 
tricts below Fourteenth Street instead of twelve, 
as at present, and that if thia plan is carried out 
the present Fifth and Eighth Districts will be 
eliminated and their territories merged in 
others. Philip Wissig of the Eighth and Civil 
Justice Peter Mitchell of the Fifth are the Tam- 
many men who would lose their bailiwicks 
under this arrangement.

He was, he said, unable to live ona 
small salary, and although Dr. Bishop’s stipend 
amounted to little or nothing, he considered that 
in case the matter was decided against him Dr.

SETTLED OUT OF COURT. 


A COMPROMISE IN THE GREAT HOTCH- 
KIsS WILL SUIT. 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., March 7.—The fameas 
Hotchkiss exit, which has been in the courts for 
the past half dozen years, has been settled out 
efcourt The fact was not made known until 


this afternoon. 

The suit grew out of the settlement of the 
twelve-million-dollar estate of the late Benja- 
min Berkeley Hotchkiss, the inventor of the 
Hotchies rifle and magazine-iilied gun, who died 
in Paris in 1885, and was the most noted case 
everin the courts of this State. Tho plaintiffs 
in the suit were Charles A. Hotchkiss and his 
wife, Anna M. Hotchkiss, of this city, and the 
defendants were Frederick A. Hotchkiss of 
Sharon, Conn, and Dwight Hotebkiss and Dotha 
A. McKelvey of this city. The lawyers in the 
case were Pref. Townsend of Yale and ex-Gov. 
Ingersoll of New-Haven, Goodwin Stoddard of 
this city, and Judge &teddard of New-Haven. 

In their original complaint the plaintiffs al- 
lege that the defendants entered into a written 
agreement with Maria H. Hotchkiss, widow of 
Benjamin x». Hotchkiss, to give Anna M., wife 
of Charles A. Hotchkiss,an equal) share of the 
said B. B. Hotebkiss estate as themselves. 


When the late B. B. Hotchkiss died be left as 
his only heirs at law Asahel A. Hotchkiss, his 
father, of Sharon, Conn., and his widow, Maria 
H. Hotthkiss. On April 21, 1885, Asabel A. 
Hotchkiss died, leaving all of his estate, which 
included half of the $12,000,000 left by B. B. 
Hotchkiss, to his three children, Frederick A. 
Hotchkisa, Dwight Hotchkiss, and Dotha A. 
MoKolvey, leaving Charlies A. Hotchkiss, his 
other son, without a ceut. Charles A. Hotchkiss 
and his wife at once commenced proceedings to 
get a share of the money. 

A question arose as to whether B. B. Hotch- 
kiss was a resident of New-York or a resident of 
Paris at the time of his death. If he wasa resi- 
dent of New-York his estate would be divided 
according to New-York law governing intestate 
estates—that is, it would be equally divided be- 
tween his father and his widow. If French law 
governed the distribution of the estate, onc- 
—— would go to his father, and Frederick, 
Dwight, and Dotha would receive three-six- 
teenths each of the estate. It was also claimed 
that the interest of the late B, B. Hotchkiss 
in the Hotchkiss Company of Paris, which 
jymanufactured the Hotchkiss rifle, was 
'$8,000,000, and alleged that at his death 
‘the defendants took $4,750,000 for this interest, 
relingnishing to Theodore Favarga, Alfred 
‘Koemer, and Jacques Grenze de la Touche, the 
Fond partners, the .remainder and $1,500,- 

in accrued profits alone. It was also ai- 
leged that they entered into a partnership with 
the above parties, and afterward sold out their 
anterest to Bronson Willett of London for 
$1,600,000. The plaintif® claimed a quarter in- 
terest in the London Wood-Paving Company, 
the Paris Wood-Paving Company, and other 
concerns in which the late B. Hotchkiss was 
interested. 

The claim of the defendant was that the 
amount agreed upon by the plaintiffs was only 
$500,000. They denied that the late B. B. 
Hotchkiss held an 85 per cent. interest in the 
gun company. They also claimed that Charles 
Hotchkiss, one of the plaintiffs, bad lost all lis 

roperty and was a bankrupt before his father’s 

eath, and that he had induced his father, 
Ashael A. Hotohkiss, by threats, to give a 
quarter interest in the estate to his wife Anna. 
They brought ina counter claim of a million 
dollars damages. 

This evening to a reporter Charles A. Hotch- 
ikiss refused to state the terms of the settle- 
ment. Hesaid the offer of settlement came 
from the defendants, and that he wae perfectly 
ratisfied. Itis certain that a large portion of 
the great estate was given up by the other side. 





WHAT GERMANY SENDS US, 


A DECREASE IN EXPORTS IN A YEAR OF 
$7,562,973. 

BERLIN, March 7.—Consn) General Edwards 
has just issued his statemont of the declared 
exporte from this United States Consular Dis- 
trict to the United States during the year ended 
Jan. 31, 1891. 

The total exports amounted to $51,245,106.- 
98. a decrease from the preceding year of 
$7,562,973.47. The heaviest decrease is in the 
Chemnitz Consulate—$3,843,075.12—but this is 
no.doubt due, to a great extent, to the feverish 
activity and unnaturally large exports previous 
tothe going in force of the MoKinley billin 
1890. Other places which show a heavy de 
crease are Plauen, with over $1,500,000; Magde- 
burg with $3,747,000, (also due to the McKin- 
ley bill, which compels the declaration of goods 
—in this case sugar—at the place of origin,) and 
Bremen, with a decrease of $1,300,000. 

Annaberg, the lace-manufacturing place, may 
thank fashion for its increase of nearly $900,- 
000, almost doubling its export. Hamburg has 
gained $1,500,000 and Leipsic $1,103,000. 
Leipsie’s main article of export is furs, of which 
it sends to America $2,305,481 worth. Not a 
penny’s worth comes from anywhere else 
in. Germany. Berlin has remained almost 
etationary—$5,728,372.45, as against $5,750,- 
301.07 of last year. In the list of articles, 
sugar takes the first place, over $11,000,000 
worth having beon exported. The next article 
op the list is dress and piece goods, with 
$4,756,985.18; chemicals, leather, linen goods, 
trimmings, and embroideries average over 
$2,000,000 each; cotton hosiery (from Chem- 
nitz exclusively) amounts to $3,085,673.30; 
musical instruments, manure salts and kainite, 
miscellancous and fancy provisions, rags, rice, 
and rice flour range from $1,000,000 to $1,500,- 
000. Of animals and birds, nearly $100,000 
worth were exported. 


A COREAN ANNIVERSARY, 


BANQUET IN WASHINGTON ON THE 
CROWN PRINCE’S BIRTHDAY. 


WASHINGTON, March 7.—The nineteenth an- 
niversary of the birthday of Crown Prince 
Ye, only son of the King of Corea, was celebrat- 
ed to-night by the first dinner ever given at the 
Corean Legation. 

At each place for the ladies, instead of a bou- 
quet, there was a single American Beauty rose. 
Tied about the stem in arich bow wasa broad 
white satin ribbon, on one end of which, in red 
lettering, was the name of the guest. On the 
opposite end was the striking blue and red de- 
vice of the Corean flag, beneath which were the 
letters ‘CO. P. 19 B. A.,”’ signifying the “ Crown 


Prince’s nineteenth birthday anniversary.”’ 
ae letters were in blue and the.numbers in 
red. 

Secretary and Mrs. Blaine, on account of the 
former’s illness, were obliged to send regrets to 
the dinner late in the afternoou, and their places 
were filled by Assistant Secretary of State and 
Mrs. Wharton. The other guests were the 
Chilean Minister aud Mrs. Montt, Senator and 
Mra Dolph, the German Minister, Representa- 
tive and Mrs Harmer, Miss Mary Sherman, Miss 
Blount, Senator and Miss Morgan, and Mr. 
Stevens, Counselor of the Japanese Legation. 

To-day has been a great occasion in Corea, 
where the birth of the Crown Prince is annually 
celebrated by a reception from early morning to 
late in the evening, during which time the digni- 
taries and foreign representatives call at the 

alace to pay their respects and offer congratu- 

ations. To-night the President of the Foreign 
Office in Corea entertains at a banquet the for- 
eign representatives in Corea.

Cash 
sales included 1,550 tos lard at $6.40@#6.47%, 
25,000 t green hams at 8c, and 125 tcs California 
hams at $6. 75@#5.87 9. 

aders in wheat were confronted by several 
strongly-bearish facts. There were the lower cables; 
crop advicesin every direction were of the most 
favorable character. The receipts in the Northwest 
were over 1,100 cars and local receipts were nearly 
100 overthe estimates. The result of all this was a 
great selling pressure. First, trades in May were 
anywhere from “.@%0 under the latest prices of the 
fee day.

§nces with Governor's Deputies, and in most 
there is the upper and lower house with all the 
eumbrous machinery of an Old World empire 
of days that are hopelessly cone. 

The history of popular government in Quebec 
since 1870 isa shameful. chapter. ‘When the 
‘Ministers have not been engaged in robbing the 
Provincial Treasury they have been organizing 
raids upon the Federal funds, and the price of 
support has always been “ better terms.” The 
Federal Government is a kind of fairy or Deus 
er-machina which provides everything without 
cost to anybody. The money filched from the 
Dominion Treasury is spent in subsidizing rail- 
ways through districts where nobody would 
thing of settling, in awards to religious orders, 
fn building jails and Court Houses, giving 
bonuses to beet growers, encouraging large 
families, for populating the United States, and, 
wenerally, for developing what is called “‘ our 
illimitable resources,” 

All through, French Canadians have figured 
‘badly, and in every scandal a ¥renchman turns 
up as the prime villain. The cause is not far 
toseeck. Quebec is an isolated community, shut 
up in itself and deprived of fresh air and fresh 
‘blood, and as a result gangrene has set in. The 
young men are highly educated in & certain 
way. They are admirably taught in the patris- 
tic writings. In the classical colleges, where 
they “make their degree,” Latin is spoken as 
their mother tongue. In the philosophical 
schools they reason learnedly on the existence 
of the Deity. Wheirlanguage and training «are 
Darriers to mixing with other communities, and 
four professions only are open—law, medicine, 
the Church, and what is called ‘‘journalism.”’ 
The last-named is political journalism, and is 
peculiarly attractive for young men having a 
turn for rhetoric—and what French Canadian 
mee not? The effect of this isolation is to turn

gaged in the business for the good of their souls,

The political situation to-day in the Province 
of Quebec goes toshow the incapacity of the 
Drench race for pariiamentary institutions. 
‘Within thirteen years Governors ,of the Prov- 
ince ‘have dismissed the Governments twice, 
even when they had asubstantial majority in 
the assembly ofthe people’s representatives. 
Jn 1878 Letellier de St. Just dismissed his Min- 

stry, in which M. de Boucherville was leader 
and M. Angers, the present Governor, Attorney 
General. Thissame Angers has just dismissed 
‘tthe Mercier Ministry and reinstated his former 
Jeader, de Boucherville. 

In 1878 Lieut. Gov. Letellier was a Liberal 
and dismissed a Conservative .Ministry. His 
opponents at Ottawa, the Conservatives, 
brought pressure to bear upon the Governor 

yoneral and had the obnoxious Lieutenant dis- 

issed for his high-handed action. The pres- 


‘ent Lieutenant Goveruor, Angers, isa Conserv- 


jative, and the old Governmentis yet in power 
jat Ottawa; but it has no intention of dismiss- 
him. [t has difficulty, however, in reconeil- 

g its speeches of thirteen years ago with the 
i®@peeches demanded for the present occasion. 

. This power of the Crown has not been exer- 
cised in England for over 100 years, and most 

oustitutional writers agree that no such power 

ow rests with the sovereign. And yet the 
Governors of a Province, who are merely depu- 
ities cf the deputy of the Queen, have twice ina 
few years resorted to a means which the Eng- 
Dish rulers have not exercised once in a century. 
In both cases it is to be noted that the Governor 
fwas a political opponent of the party in power. 
Va parallel would be the dismissal of the Salisbury 
Government by the Queen,of England, even 
though having a majority in the House of Com- 
moons. 

These two coups d’etat are working immense 
harm to Canada abroad, coming as they do with 
the scandaisin Provincial and Dominion poli 
tics. The London /imes is led to believe “that 
both political parties are rotten to the core, and 
that the people are not much better,” and the 
Economist and the Edinburgh Scotsman re-echo 
this belief. 

These actsof violence had to be followed by 
another. The British North America act, the 
Constitution of Canada, proviées that a session 
of the Legisiature must be held every year. 
SLast year expired Dec. 29, 1891. The Govern- 
gnent was disinissed on the 17th, and no session 
thas yet been held. The Government called in 
Was afraid to meet the assembly, in which it 
‘was in a minority of 25,so the House was dis- 
solved, and the present appeal taken to the 
people. 

The new Ministers looked for help to the rec- 
ord of the misdeeds of their predecessors. 
Their first business was to appoint a royal com- 
anission to inquire into their career. This com- 

ission, it may be remarked, was composed of 
bitter opponents of the Government whose his- 
tory they were to examine. Previous to this 
the Federal Government took cognizance of the 
dishonesty of the Quebec Liberal Government 
to Offset the charges of boodling preferred 
jand proved against itself which ended in the 
;withdrawal of Sir Hector Langevin and the 
(wholesale prosecution and imprisonment of the 
desser offenders. Whatis known as the Baje de 
Chaleurs Commission was instituted, composed 
of Judges Davidson, Baby, and Jetté. The first 
{two being politically opposed to Mr. Mercier, 
jcondemned his Government unreservedly. 
Judge Jetté rendered the Seoten verdict, “ Not 

roven. 

This Baie de Chalours steal wae a remarkable 
feat. A railway was projected along the south 
coast of the St. Lawrence into a region hopeless- 
Ay barren and inhospitabic, except for sparsely- 
settled Frencb-Canadians. An American syndi- 
cate bid for the work at $100,000. The bid of 
a number of Quebec capitalists was $549,000, 
and it was accepted, though the Americans 
greed to pay $50,000 in biackmatl. Out of this 
‘the contractors paid to Ernest Pacaud, a Que- 

ec journalist and confidential agent of Mr.

lain ordeny. He has stood upon bis national- 

ty and religion, and treated all opposition as 

“ insults.”’ 

“T have no doubt,” he — i ee ee 
insults in incorporating the Jesuits, 
their claims, in paying them $160,000, to Laval 
University $140,000, and, by express order of 
the Holy Father, $20,000 to the Labrador Mis- 
sion, and $100,000 to each of the Bishops of 
this province to assist in their work. I have 
merited these insults in giving my hospitality 
to the Zouaves and in receiving the highest 
honors from the Holy Father, in defending 
under my signature the Catholic clergy from 
the fanatical attacks of those of another creed

I have 
doubled the subsidies to the classical colleges, 
convents, and charitable institutions, and set- 
tied, at the ‘request of the Holy Father, the dis- 

utes existing between the Universities of 
Loved and Victoria.”’ 

At one of his meetings he followed this line of 
argument: 

“The grand seigneurs attack me, child of the 
poor here to defend the sacred cause of your 
Jiberties against the Protestants and the Eng- 
lish, who are extinguishing our race, language, 
and religion. Look to me, mes camarades, and 
we will avenge the betrayal of our race.” 

He finds the grounds for opposition to him in 
his being too French, too Catholic; because he 
loves France too dearly, honors the Pope, and 
knelt before the Holy Father fur the honors he 
had to bestow; because he denounced the Or- 
angemen, who had dragged him and his compa- 
triots in the mud inthe endeavor tocrush the 
French Canadian nationality and the Catholic 
religion. 

The Conservatives,all through the campaign, 
resented the imputation of unconstitutionality 
on the part of Lieut. Gov. Angersin dismissing 
the Ministry. All through the campaign, which 
closes to-morrow, they held that the Lieutenant 
Governor knew that his Miuisters were issuing 
letters of credit and performing public bus- 
iness without consulting him; that they, 
confident in their subservient majority, were 
overriding constitutional usage; that they were 
guilty of malfeasance in office, and that the peo- 
ple were being plundered. ‘They appealed to 
the sense of honesty in the people and to the in- 
terests of business men. 

The leader, de Boucherville, is spoken of as.a 
weak but honest man. Yet it ia in the records 
that in 1877 he was so hopelessly entangled in 
railway rings that he openly confessed, and his 
confession is yet on record,.thathe was unuble 
to carry on the Government. As individuals 
the Conservatives are more honest, as a party 
they are not one whit better; but if one at- 
tempted to sketch the grounds for this state- 
ment it would open up a new chapter in French 
Canadian history.

ITALY’S NEW GUN. 
——_@—_— 
POINTS IN WHICH IT IS CLAIMED TO BE 
SUPERIOR TO OTHERS. 


RoME, March 7.—In accordance with the unan- 
imous vote of the six regiments which have 
been experimenting with the new gun of small 
calibre and of the commission appointed to con- 
duct the experimente, the Minister of War has 
otticially adopted it for the army. 

The new gun is said to be superior to those 
adopted by the other powers in the following 
particulars: It is stronger and more easily 
handled; the gun and cartridges weigh less; it 
has a greater initial velocity and pressure on 
the projectile, whereby the fire, especially at 
great distances, is superior to that of other 
guns; its recoil is insignificant; in rapidity of 
fire it is equal to the guns of the other powers, 
except that for the first few volleys it is in- 
ferior to the Swiss guns; afterward, however, 
itis greatly superior to them. 





REPRESSION IN POLAND.

MEANS TAKEN TO PREVENT DISCUSSIONS* 
OF INDEPENDENCE. 


LONDON, March 7.—A dispatch from Warsaw 
Bays that of late the Polish revolutionists have 
been extremely active in propagating their 
doctrine of free Polandamong all classes of the 
inhabitants, and the authorities have taken se- 
vere measures to repress its further spread. 

One of the steps taken by the military is to 
billet soldiers at private residences, which, it is 
believed, will effectually prevent any discussion 
of plans to bring about an organized movement 
against the Czar’s authority.

Scudder was disarmed hy at- 
tendants and thrust into his cell, where he was 
manacied. 

He forced his wife, who visited him yesterday, 
from the room to which she was admitted. He 
acts as if he had hallucinations. 

Dr. Scudder followed up bis attack of last 
night upon a fellow-patient by attacking Dr. 
Noble, in charge of the hospital, this morning. 
He was overpowered and will hereafter be kept 
confined to his cell. 





DEFECTS IN A CHICAGO AQUEDUCT. 

CricaGo, March 7.—The immense tunnel ex- 
tending out four miles under Lake Michigan, 
built forthe purpose of increasing Chicago's 
water supply, has been pronounced a failure by 
expert engineers and a special committee of the 
City Council have made an examination of the 
work. Their report, which wiil be submitted to 


the Council to-night, shows tbat in some places 
the sides have spread, and water pressure has 
forced out the cement from the brickwork.

A VISIT;TO BARNUM & BAILEY’S, WINTER 
QUARTERS AT BRIDGEPORT. 


Brmocerort, Conn., March:7.—It would be 
hard to find a busier spot jus?now than is the 
large tract of land on the outskirteof this city 
occupied by the Barnum &* Bailey circus as 
Winter quarters. The place is hardly like a part 
ofthe city. Itisatownin itself, and the ap- 
proach of the Spring has.infused a life into it 
that for the time makes it a place of unusual in- 
terest. In ten days the circus, with its great 
menagerie, its 400 horses, and its 1,400 em- 
ployes, must be started off on its own train of 
100 cars for its annual tour. A small.army of 
men has been at work for weeks preparing for 
the event. 

This was in the nature of a gala day for the 
reason that the show brought to the city under 
the special charge of R. F.Hamilton,4ts general 
press agent, a score of the representatives of 
New-York and other newspapers that they 
might see and tell what they had seen of the 
show that Barnum & Bailey will offer the pub- 
lic this year. The party was brought here in a 
private parlor car from New-York. Mayor 


Marigold and a delegation of prominent citizens 
inet them atthe station. A big golden chariot 
drawn by ten snow-white Normans was ready to 
carry them out to Barnum-and-Bailey-Town, as 
the Winter ee are generaliy’called, and 
they arrived there just before noon. During 
the drive they had an opportunity to see the 
two fine buildings which P. T. Barnum gave the 
city as a Recreation Hall-and a Scientitic Insti- 
tute. The former ia completed and the latter 
will be in a few months. / 

The entire afternoon was spent in my eres 
the Winter quarters and in viewing the star 
attractions for the season about opening. B. 
V. Rose, the Master of Transportation, first 
took the guestsin hand. ‘Taking them into the 
yards he showed them the railroad equipments 
of the show. Everything that goes over the 
railroads with the Barnum & Bailey circus be- 
longs to it, except the locomotives. Thore are 
eighty-five cars for the animals, tents, and para- 
Pphernalia, ten sleeping oars for the performers, 
four superb advertising cars, and a special 
Pullman coach for Mr. Bailey, on which the 
paint ie hardly yet dry, that is the equal of any 
private oar ever built. 

Though Barnum & Bailey have no locomotives 
they have a herd of great' elephants, and to-day 
Mr. Rose showed his guests how the big beasts 
could be utilized in switching and handling the 
railroad equipment. The long train of cars 
stood outside the yards. The couplings were 
unfastened so as to break it into sections of five 
carseach. A dozenof the largest beasts, run- 
ning in weight up to 9,000 pounds, were brought 
out. Placing their great heads against the end 
of the line of five oars, they pushed them up be- 
yond aswitch and then down into the yards 
where they are to be loaded with as little ap- 
— effort as a nursemaid would wheel a 

aby carriage. 

The guests were then taken under the tents 
where the 400 horses are temporarily quartered. 
These animals: are quartered all Winter at 
White Plains. They have just been brought here 
to be clipped, groomed, and put in condition for 
display. Having had nothing to do all Winter, 
they are, from the little Shetland ponies to the 
224-hands giant horse, as frolicsome as a lot of 
kittens. William Smith, who has charge of this 
part of the show, says that the horses he has 
under his care this year are, for the most part, 
of a standard that would win prizes for their 
owner in a horse show, and they looked it. 

Bill Newman, the veteran elephant trainer, 
greeted the party at the elephant house, and 
introduced them to the eighteen animals under 
hie charge. Taking them into the ring, he-put 
the herd through a military drill that was exe- 
cuted with wonderful precision. An elephant 
ball was one of the new things he had to show. 
One beast played a hand organ and another 
pounded a bass drum; a third rangabell. A 
pair of little fellows banged the cymbals. Dur- 
ing the merry din two great: fellows reared 
themselves upon their hind legs, locked their 
forelegs,and went through an alleged waltz. 
Another remarkable thing that Mr. Newman has 
taught the huge beasts to do is to stand on their 
heads, and this they do with as much ease and 
elegance as a Park Row gamin. 

Going into the equestrian house the party 
was received by R. H. Dockerill, the equestrian 
director. He had his finest riders ready to show 
their skill, among the number the famous 
veteran bareback rider Charles Fish. John 
O’Brien, the celebrated trainer of stallions, 
first took eight splendid Arabian steeds into tho 
ring and made them answer to his every word 
as though they had been gifted with human in- 
telligence. Perhaps the most remarkable part 
of the show he gives,is a buxing natch between 
two splendid white stallions. He puts “pillow” 
boxing gloves on their fore feet. Then at the 
call of time they rear up on their hind legs and 
punch each other’s heads in right royal style. 
They have to be muzzled. If they were not 
they would bite each other in their fury. 

After the exhibition with the trained stallions 
the bareback riders did all sorts of strange 
feats, conspicuous among which were the dou- 
ble somersaults of Charles Fish. 

In another house half a hundred acrobats 
and tumblers went through the many new feats 
they have learned during the Winter. The at- 
tractions of the showin this line this season 
will be of special note. Many of the troupes 
have never been seen in the country before. 
After applauding the athletes the newspaper 
men went to the training quarters and there 
saw cate, dogs, geese, pigs, storks, sheep, monk- 
eys, zebras, lions, tigers, hyenas, panthers, 
leopards, wolves, and about everything else 
that passed through the deluge with Noah go 
through antics that will surely delight the coun- 
~ the coming Summer. 

arnum & Bailey’s menagerie could hardly 
contain anything new, for for years it has been 
about as complete as its agents abroad could 
make it. An attraction that is sure to catch 
the public this year, however, is the number of 
baby animals. There is not a baby elephant, 
but there isa litter of lions three weeks old, a 
litter of tigers two weeks old, and a litter of 
panthers four days old. These little beasts now 
are as pretty and as safo to handle as s0 many 
kittens, but they will begin to show their sav- 
age nature by the time the public sees them, 
Another treat the newspaper men had to-day 
was tosee the ostrich eat a quart of oyster 
shells,a pen knife,and a small cobblestone. 
An absolutely new feature of the menagerie 
this yearis a bull with three horns, three eyes, 
and three nostrils. 

After their afternoon of sightseeing at the 
Winter quarters, the newspaper men were dined 
at the Atlantic House and then driven about 
the city, visiting among other places Seaside 
Park, Mr. Barnum’s grand gift to the city. They 
returned to New-York on a late train. 

The Barnum & Bailey show will be at 
Madison Square Gardens for tive weeks, begin- 
ning March 21. Then it will be in Brooklyn for 
a week, and after that it will journey west- 
ward. Three rings and two stages will be used 
this year. There will be a hippodrome and 
a gallery of illusions. The star feature, how- 
ever, is what is called “Columbus.” It is a 
spectacle much in the style of * Nero.” Imrie 
Kiralfy will have charge of it, and 1,400 people 
willappear in it. There will be a ballet of 300. 
The piece will be a series of tableaus descriptive 
of the life of America’s discoverer. Its presen- 
tation will last a full hour at least. 

The Barnum & Bailey show will start out 
thia year with almost entirely new equipment.

Mrs. Kate Scanian, twenty-cicht. years of, age, 
died at the New-York Hospital yesterday morn- 
ing from the effect of burns which were.the re- 
sult of the bursting of a kerosene lamp thrown 
at her by her husband. Richard Scanlan, a 
baker, in a quarrel in, their rooms in the tene- 
ment house 441 West Sixteenth Street, late on 
Sunday night. The couple were married about 
eleven years ago in Ireland, and they have bad 
five children, two of whom survive. With them 
boarded Michael Scanlan, Richard’s brother, 
also a baker, who is unmarried. ; 

Richard was jealous of his brother, whom he 
accused of undue intimacy with his wife. On 
Sunday evening Scanlan and his wife quarreled 
and he went out of the house inarage. He 


went to a neighboring saloon and spent the rest 
ofthe evening there drinking. It was nearly 
miduight when he returned home. He knocked 
at the door of his apartments twice before his 
wife opened the door. Richard says that-he saw 
his brother hurrying out of his wife’s room. 
He accused his wife of being unfaithful to him. 
She denied it, and this so enraged him that he 
poset up the lighted lamp from the table and 
urled it at her. 

The lamp struck the woman over the right 
eye and broke into fragments. The oil took fire 
and was spattered over the woman, setting 
her clothes on fire. She ran screaming from 
the room, and, enveloped in flames, made her 
way down the stairs. Her brother-in-law and 
some of the neighbors came to beraid and toreofr 
the burningclothing. An ambulance was sum- 
moned and the woman was taken to the New- 
York Hospital, where she died in great agony 
at 6 o'clock yesterday morning.

TENNESSEE COAL AND IRON. 


THE STOCK BOOMED ON REPORTS OF 
AGREEMENT WITH RIVAL CONCERNS. 


Mr. Thomas ©. Platt’s Tennessee Coal.and Iron 
Company’s stock started in for a little boom 
yesterday. _It had closed at 4444.0n Saturday. 
It opened yesterday at 46, and before long 
touched 471. It did not stay there, however, 
and closed at 461. 

Talk of a consolidation of the.company with 
rival concerns caused the advance, the basis for 
the reports being a statement that negotiations 
were going on to bring together the Tennessee 
Coal and Iron and the Sloss and. De Bardelaben 
Companies. The Tennessee Company has prop- 
erties both in the State whose name it bears and 
in Alabuma in the Birmingham district, where 


it comes into competition with the other two 
corporations in both its coal and iron business. 
Both the Sloss and De Bardelaben Companies 
have been very prosperous, if not as big as their 
rival. Recently trade in the South has not been 
partioularly prosperous, and the companies 
have been enjoying a war of rates which has 
naturally proved expensive. 

The Sloss Company was onoe.of the leaders in 
bringing about the development of the Birming- 
ham region. It was there in time to get the full 
benefit of the boom, and it made millions. The 
head of the De Bardelaben concern started in a 
poor man and is now a millionaire. 

Representatives of the three companies have 
been in consultation at the Fifth Avenue Hotel 
for several days. One of the leading spirits at 
the conference has been *“‘Jerry’’ Baxter, whose

PITIABLE CONDITION OF GERMAN 
COLONISTS IN RUSSIA, 


WORSE OFF THAN THE NATIVE PRAS- 
ANTS—NBGLECTED IN THE DISTRI- 
BUTION OF RELIEFP—EEASONS WHY 
THEY ARE THUS IGNORED. 


LonDON, March 7.—The special correspondent 
of Reuter’s Telegram Company who is visiting 
the famine-stricken portions of Russia sends 
the following letter from Sarato®#, under date of 
Feb. 22, descriptive of the German colonists on 
the Volgs: 

“The German colonists on the Volga number 
about 300,000, They may be roughly classified 
as Protestants, Catholics, and Mennonites. 
With the exception of the last mentioned, they 
all came over during the latter part of the 
eighteenth century in response to a manifesto 
issued by the Empress Catherine. In that 
proclamation Catherine promised them certain 
privileges, the most notable of which were im- 
munity from military service, self-government, 
and religious freedom. These privileges were 
granted ‘na vek,’ which means forever, but the 
phrase has recently been construed to signify a 
century only, There is just enough ambiguity 
about the expression to admit of this interpre- 
tation, but it is a quibble. 

“When universal military service on the 
German system was introduced into Russia, the 
German colonists were told that they must 
either serve or go. Many of them, especially 
the Mennonites, who are a kind of Quakers, 
chose the latter alternative and departed. The 
next thing to go was the self-government. The 
colonists used to be governed by a sort of elect- 
ive council, which met at Saratoff. and was 
called the ‘Office.’ This body controlled the 
vagaries of the village commune. The ‘Office’ 
has been abolished, and the Zemski Natchalnik 
now reigns in its stead. The German colonists 
have thus been gradually brought under the 
controlling influence of Russian institutions. 
Even their religion is threatened now. Fresh 
encroachments upon their civil and religious 
liberty are of almost daily occurrence, and 
their independence may a)ready be described as 
a thing of the past. The steady decline in the 
fertility of the soil, which has culminated in 
chronic famine, and the inhospitable attitude 
of the Government have brought home to the 
colonists the conviction that they have in 
Russia no abiding place. They are therefore 
emigrating in large numbers to the United 
States. 

“The advent of the Russian Zemski Natchal- 
nik among these sturdy, honest Germans was 
quite uncalled for. The Zemski Natchalnik ie a 
sort of substitute for feudalism. The Russian 
people are sadly in want of guidance and 
guardianship. As serfs they had their master 
who looked after them, but since they have been 
emancipated the village commune has led them 
a sorry dance. It is vo part of the Uzar’s policy 
to make the peasant an educated and independ- 
ent member of society, hence it was found 
necessary, after twenty - five years of bad 
management and thriftiessness, to protect the 
peasant against himself and put him under the 
tutelage of a Zemski Natchalnik. Whenever 
possible the people selected for this office were 
gentry resident in the neighborhood and al- 
ready known and respected. 

In the case of the German colonies there was, 
in the first place, no necessity to appoint such 
officers, and in the second place there was no 
gentry to select them from; consequently, Gov- 
ernment officials were appointed. The author- 
ities might have compromised the matter by 
selecting prominent colonists. There are not 
wanting among the German colonists men of 
energy and ability who have, by dint of perse- 
verance and industry, risen to wealth and in- 
fluence. Thus the Village of Messer, together 
with the whole surrounding neighborhood, is 
practically dependent upon Herr Schmidt, 
originally a weaver by trade, who has become a 
miller and a timber merchant as well, and is 
gradually monopolizing all the trade of the dis- 
trict. 

“But it did not suit the Government to ap- 
point such men. The colonies were to be Rus- 
sianized. Hence, Russian officials had to be 
appointed. The result was ludicrous in the ex- 
treme. These officials, with salaries ranging 
from £200 to £250 a year, arrived, armed with 
full powers, and commenced to give themselves 
airs. The influential colonists, however, passed 
the word among themselves, and the Zemski 
Natchalniki were boycotted. They could get 
neither lodging nor food nor any of the neces- 
saries of life, so they had to capitulate and pay 
homage to the local magnate, who then, in nine 
cases out of ten, gave them free quarters, and 
thus was enabled to keep them in a proper state 
of humility and dependence. 

“The German colonists can only be described 
as 80 many nineteenth century Rip Van Winkies 
Imagine a body of men taken out of the, 
eighteenth century, carefally preserved and 
kept apart from the influences of modern prog- 
ress, latter-day customs and ideas, and you have 
the German colonists of the Volga. They al 
look like figures out of old German woodcuts, 
with their solemn, sallow, obstinate, clean- 
shaven faces, their hair dressed like a periwig, 
their gaunt forms and their curious old- 
fashioned garments. They all wear stocks and 
they are all very dignified and stately. They 
have atill the same furniture which they 
brought with them more than a hundred years 
ago, and sleep in funereal four-post bedsteads. 
Their women, when young, have the pure and 
beautiful faces of the Gretchen type. 

“To come among these people in the midst of 
the semi-Oriental Russians is a great surprise 
to the traveler and fills him with wonder. Their 
sottages are substantially built and contain 
large and lofty rooms, yet the family generally 
sleep in one room, the heavy-curtained four- 
posters—of which I have seen as many as four 
in one room—securing almost as much privacy 
as 60 many separate apartments. 

“The condition of the colonists is really worse 
than that of the Russian peasants in other dis- 
tricts, inasmuch as the former have no natural 
protectors or guardians. The estate owners, to 
whom the Russian peasants formerly belonged, 
still take a sort of patriarchal interest in them 
and help them in theirdistress. But the German 
colonists have no one to whom they can look ex- 
cept a few wealthy employers of labor. For 
hundreds of miles you can travel in the 
steppes which bound the Volga withous com- 
ingupon acountry gentleman’s seat. The ool- 
onists have a feeling that they are being left 
alone todie. No hand is stretched out to save 
them. Even the Government aid, scanty enough 
in all conscience, has been meted out more 
grudgingly and in smaller quantities to them 
than to others. The Red Cross Society has 
passed them by altogether. This is how it comes 
about that, while the inhabitants of the Russian 
villages in Saratoff are fed, the Germans are 
starving. The moral the Russians point to is 
different. They maintain that the existing state 
of things is an argument in favor of the Rus- 
sianization of the colonists. 

“As you enter a German colonial village you 
become aware of an extraordinary odor, heavy 
and unpleasant, which seems to pervade the 
whole neighborhood. This is the odor of burned 
manure, which is the only fuel the German 
colonist is able to find. He is consequently un- 
able to manure his fields. It was touching, on 
entering the cottages, to see the industry of the 
inhabitants. All were busy, working for their 
very lives. Most of the colonists on what is 
called the mountainous sidé of the Volga are 
weavers, and by dint of very great labor 
they are able to earn about 68. a month. 
This is not paid to them in cash, but in 
kind, They are all hopelessly in debt to 
their employers or sweaters, and these, of 
course, take full advantage of the circumstance. 
The only educated people among them are the 
clergy and the schoolmasters, and these have 
not received any salary for years. It is sad 

to see young children with pale faces and glia- 
tening eyes working at the looms like galley 
slaves. In one cottage that I entered, the own- 
er, a man of sixty-five, was lying in & semi- 
conscious condition in his bed. He had not 
tasted food for several days, and bis mind was 
wandering. 

“In some villages I saw mon, women, and 
children sitting aimost naked, unable to go out 


to seek work 





because 
excluded from the receipt of Government aid 
because they had a handicraft. This is, indeed, 
the worst feature in the administration of re- 
lief. The Government helps the absolutely 
destitute, whom it 1s scarcely worth while to 
save, and leaves those who are industrious and 
able-bodied to starve. In the Russian villages 
this arbitrary arrangement is tempered by the 
dishonesty of the Mir, but the German colonists 
retain the sterling qualities which they brought 
with them from the Fatherland. They are 
sober, honest, virtuous, and industrious. Much 
of their present helplessness is dune to the fact 
that they were originally handicraftsmen and 
tradesmen and knew nothing about agriculture. 
Vhey consequently adopted the methods com- 
mon in Ruseija, and hence, instead of improving 
the Russians, they are gradually themselves 
sinking down to the same level.”

CHARGED WITH MUTINY. 


TWO SAILORS WHO REFUSED TO OBEY 
THE ORDERS OF THEIR CAPTAIN. 


George E. Day, mate, and Adolph Knapp, sea- 
man of the American schooner White Cloud, 
were brought before United States Commis- 
sioner Shields yesterday charged by the Cap- 
tain of the vessel, E, L. Eldridge, with muti- 
nously resisting his ordera. They were com- 
mitted to the Tombs for examination to-mor- 
row. Day, the Captain alleges, tried to throw 
him overboard. 

Tho White Cloud is owned by Rackett & 
Brother, 52 Bouth Street, and has been lying off 


Liberty Island. According tothe mate’s story, 
the crew had been shipped with the under- 
standing that the cargo was to be coal or wood, 
Instead, a quantity of dynamite was stowed in 
in her. When orders were given 4 Capt. 
Lldridge Sunday morning for the crew to heave 
up anchor the mate and, at his instance, others 
of the crew refused to obey, on the ground that 
they would not sail in a ship loaded with explo- 
sives. 

The Captain and Day came to blows, and, ac- 
cording to the Captain’s story, Day was about to 
out loose a small boatand go ashore when the 
harbor police came up and arrested Day and 
Knapp. 


A TRAVELERS RECORD IN OILS. 


Avery’s Art Galleries will show until March 
19 some two-score paintings which recall scenes 
of Western and Eastern Asia, of Africa, Greece, 
and the United States. They are by Mr. Lock- 
wood de Forest of New-York, a traveler with a 
renown in the local world of fine art, where his 
bric-A-brac has been the envy of other artists 
and of society dames, and whose marvels of 
Indian carved screeps for house fronts and 
Persian apparatus of engraved brass have 
figured at more than one loan exhibition. 

The desert appears to appeal most of all to 
Mr. de Forest. Here is a ‘Sunset in the 
Desert,” there a “ Cloudy Day in the Desert,” 
yonder a “‘Oamel in the Desert.” In ‘The 
Hour of Prayer in the Desert” a single figure is 
introduced, not, as in another case, the figure of 
a camel stalking with its rider across the bright 
horizon, but an Arab paying his devotions with 
face toward Mecca. The note of loneliness pro- 
duced by single figures in large bare landscapes 
is often struck by this painter, who, without 
any very marvelous [skill with the brush, is 
nevertheless able to repeat a simple note which 
is gratefulto the public. “ Twilight, Egypt,” 
“Mosque Outside Cairo,” “ Morning on the 
Bank of the Nile,” ** Calm Morning on the Nile” 
are unpretending pictures painted thin and with- 
out much cleverness, but just such pictures as 
nine travelers out of ten would like to own in 
order to have something that recalls their scenes 
of travel. Those who have ascended the Nile 
to the cataracts will find “Our First Wind on 
the Nile,” “ Ruins at Phile,” ‘ Mosque,’ and 
“Market Place, Minieh,”’ er interesting; 
there are also four pictures of points of interest 
in Cairo. 

Greece, Palestine, and India furnish other 
views, suchas “Temple of Jupiter, Athens,” 
‘“*Moonrise at Palmyra,” “ Autonina’s Tower, 
Jerusalem,” and “Palace at Agra, India.” 
Among the foreign scenes none is better in 
painter quality than “Summer Morning on the 
Giudecea, Venice.” But Mr. de Forest is really 
strongestin his American landscapes, notably 
in “ October Afternoon, Cold Spring Harbor’’; 
in his “Cold Spring Harbor, L. I.”’; in his 
“ Montauk, Long Island,” and ‘‘ Early Spring, 
Long Island.” The picturein which he shows 
most originality of subject, however, and at the 
saine time expresses well the note of loneliness 
and sadness which he returns to so often, is the 
“Twilight in the Swamp,” a view of the ruddy 
west, seen through a tangle of slender trees 
and across a sullen pool reddened by the de- 
parted sun. Here the effect of trunks against 
the light is nicely told, and the rendering of 
saplingsin the immediate foreground so as to 
form a network over the picture is rather bold 
andnew. The galleries are open every week 
day until 6 o’clock. 





GEOGHEGAN GIVES BONDS.

I shall 
be glad to hear of situations for them. 

I am often called npon to pay at least a part of the 
funeral expeuses of deaf-mutes, 

At the daily morning services in 8t, Ann's Churoh 
during the week ean be seen quite a number of our 
silent brethren and their friends who have come to 
see how we can help them get situations or tide 
them over their ne aged troubles. I wish the details 
of the peculiar mission we have undertaken for the 
bonetit of deaf-mutos after they leave school could 
be more generally known, for then our society would 
be sustained by me ye gilts.

AUTHORITIES PROMOTED. 


In the steerage of the Umbria during that ves- 
sel’s last passage from Liverpool to this port 
weretwo pretty Scotch inimigrant girls. In 
the Cunarder’s cabin during the same trip was 
@ voyager who was returning from a visit to his 
native Scotland. Heiga resident of thie city, 
and had been abroad nine months on a pleasure 
trip.

To that official she explained that she had just 
been married tothe kind friend who accom- 
panied her over. Inquiry into the manner in 
which the ceremony had been performed elicit- 
ed the fact that the man had shown a paper 
tothe girl bearing some sort of a seal and told 
her her signature was all that was necessar 
to make it a marriage contract. When Col. 
Weber told her she had been deceived the girl 
fainted. 

The girl was detained and a search for the 
man instituted. Greatly to the surprise of the 
officials, he betrayed himself by unguarded in- 
quiries at the Landing Bureau for his missing 
friend. It was his turn to be surprised when he 
wee: taken into custody and brought before Col. 

eber. 

When the man denied any intention to deceive 
and said it was his wish to marry the girl, Col. 
Weber took him at his word and sent him before 
Pastor Berkemier, one of the emigrant mission- 
aries.

BANDED ITALIAN CRIMINALS.

THE STORY TOLD TO THE POLICE BY A 


CAPTURED BURGLAR. 


A case came up before Justice MoMahon, in 
the Tombs Police Court, yesterday morning, 
that would tend to show that there exists in 
this city a branch of the Mafia, or some other 
organization of Italian criminals, bound by 
oath to steal whatever and wherever they can, 
and to assassinate anyof their number who 
may betray his comrades. 

Detéctive Faye of the Mulberry Street Police 
Station arraigned in court Giuseppe Ciro on the 
charge of burglary, and told hisstory of the 
capture of the thief and of his subsequent 


strange behavior. Last Wednesday evening the 
supply shop kept by Leonardo Frenna and 
Michael Mule, at 225 Elizabeth Street, was 
broken into and razors, scissors, huir-cutting 
machines, strops, lather cups, and combs val- 
ued at $250 were stolen. On Friday an Italian 
called at the barber’s shop of Michael Pelsey, at 
144 Varick Street, and showed him a number of 
barbers’ instruments, which he offered to sell 
very cheap. Pelsey noticed a hair-cutting ma- 
chine whioh he recognized as one be had sent to 
Frenna for repair. 

Pelsey immediately informed the police and 
gave thema description of the man, and on 
Saturday Ciro was arrested at 246 Elizabeth 
Street. He was takentothe Mulberry Street 
Station House, where he was told that, if he con- 
fessed, his punishment would be made lighter. 
After some hesitation the prisoner confessed 
that he had plundered Frenna’s sbop, and said 
that the stolen articles could be found in the 
cellar of a house in Eleventh Street. This cel- 
lar, however, was guarded day and night by a 
band of Italians, who were bound together by 
oath to steal and not to betray each other, 
under pain of assassination. 

Faye suggested that Ciro accompany himeelf 
and Officer O’Beirne te the cellar. At this sug- 
gestion the Italian became terribly frightened. 

*« Oh, they will kill me if they see me,” he 
gasped, “‘and if I betray them I'll be a dead 
man, for they will surely murder me. I would 
rather stay in prison than have them near me 
with their knives.” 

Then Ciro fell down in a faint, and the officers 
had some difficulty in bringing him to. 

When Justice McMahon asked the prisoner 
where his gang was, Ciro was seized with an- 
other spasm of terror and trembled all over, but 
refused togive any names. He was heldin 
$2,000 bail for trial. 








POLES SHOT BY NEGROES. 


A RACE CONFLICT AT NIAGARA FALLS— 
THREE MEN KILLED. 


NIAGARA FALLS, March 7.—A riot occurred 
last night between a gang of negroes and a gang 
of Poles near Shaft No. 2 of the tunnel work. 
The Poles were badly beaten. One of them, 
John Ricco, is dead, and Ingas Donase is 
mortally wounded, a ball having entered his 
head. Tom Hayes was shot in the left jaw and 
will probably die. Thomas Maleash was shot 
to the right of his heart. The ball has not been 
found. 

The police have arrested three colored men 
named William Henry Parker, Charlie Kelly, 
and Charlie Chambers. Kelly and Chambers 
declare that Parker did all the shooting. Parker 
and a negress Visited the Poles’ shanty Sunday 
evening. When the pair returned home 
some of the Poles followed them and broke a 
window. The negroes followed the voles back 
to their shanty, which adjoins the colored men’s, 
and made an effort to break down tle door; fuil- 
ing in this they broke open a window, through 
which the shooting was done. 

As Officers Bonacker and Roland were return- 
ing to the tunnel after having taken the negroes 
to the police station, the carriage in which they 
were was struck by the West Shore train due 
here at 12:33 and wrecked, the officersjand

NEW-YORK, Monday, March 7, 1892. 

COFFEE—Was without important inquiry in pri- 
Vate trade, though favoring buyers....Kio No. 7

"ARISIAN FINERY SEIZED. 


SEVEN TRUNES, FULL OF BONNETS, 
DRESSES, &C., TAKEN. 


The Spring crop of seizures of Parisian 
finery has begun. Yesterday Col. Storey of 
Surveyor Lyon’s staff took possession of seven 
trunks, the property of passengers on the 
French liner La Bourgogne. They were found 
to contain a choice collection of triumphs of 
the Paris millinors and dressmakera, intended 
for wear by some fair Americans on Easter 
Sunday. 

The owners of the trunks were Mrs. L. Mor- 
gan Mooney and Miss A. Fox of 36 West Thirty- 


fourth Street, this city, and Miss J. O. Allebone 
and Miss Von Der Heiser of 1,551 Michigan 
Avenues, Chicago. Col Storey knew of their 
coming and was looking for them. He also 
knew the residence of the Chicago pair, and 
greatly surprised them by acquainting them 
with the fact. All four protested against the 
peizure, and declared they had paid $2,000 duty 
pn other goods brought over in cases stored in 
the hold of the steamer. 

The officers made an examination of the 
trunks and roughly appraised-the value of their 
pontents at $3, There were bonnets, 
tresses, cloaks, wraps, jackets, &c., the work of 
Worth, Félix, Raudnitz, and others. Some of 
the garments were extremely handsome, one 
metal-trimmed costume attracting even the ofli- 
cers’ attention. The trunks also contained 
many sets of silk underwear and dozens of 
pairs of kid gloves. Many of the gloves were 
rolled up in pairs and stowed away in all sorts 
of places, in the bonnets, in stockings, in the 
Bleeves of dresses, and so on. Some old gar- 
ments, too, were found to be covered lavishly 
with laces. 

All four of the owners went to the Custom 
House to plead their cases, but they did not suc- 
ceed in obtaining the release of the trunks. The 
customs officers look upon this as the beginning 
of anotser series of seizures from dressmakers. 
Last season some very notable captures of the 
kind were made, 


TALKING OF CONSOLIDATION. 


MEETING OF THE INQUIRY COMMISSION— 
A BIG CITY PROPOSED. 


The Municipal Consolidation Inquiry Commis- 
sion met yesterday at the oflice of its President, 
Andrew H. Green. Among the Commissioners 
present were the Vice President, J. 8. T. Strana- 
han; State Engineer and Surveyor Martin 
Schenck, John H. Brinckerhoff, George R. 
Cathcart, George J. Greenfield, John L. Ham- 
liton, Calvert Vaux, Frederick W. Devoe, Will- 
iam D. Veeder, E. OC. Graves of Brooklyn, and 
Albert E. Henschel. 

Mr. Green read a letter from David Dudley 
Field commending the consolidation of the 
Cities of New-York and Brooklyn and the 
Buburvan towns, and suggesting that the name 
of the new metropolis should be Manhattan, 
and that its northern boundary should be three 
miles above Van Courtlandt Park, s0 as to in- 
clude the City of Yonkers. 

A petition was read from sixty citizens of 
Mount Vernon, sixty signatures appended, de- 
siring to be included in the new municipal con- 
solidation. Pelham has also asked tobe made 
a partof the new city. Mr. Green stated that 
the amount of property in these places was 
taxable at $1,000,000. 

Mr. Green made a few remarks upon the 
nature of the commission. Mr. J. 8. T. Stran- 
aban said the consolidation would be of great 
benefit to both cities. E. C. Graves suggested 
thatin the event of the consolidation of both 
cities, the location for the municipal buildin 
would be in City Hall Park. Bryant Park 
would be out of the way, the focal point of busi- 
pose of both cities being in the vicinity of the 

ridge. 

Another meeting will be called as soon as the 
Legislature takes action in the matter of munic- 
ipal consolidation.

WEBSTER’S RELEASE REFUSED. 


JUDGE COWING CANNOT TAKE BAIL, 
BUT ANOTHER JUSTICE MAY. 


William F. Howe applied to Judge Cowing, in 
Part IIL of the Court of General Sessions, yes- 
terday for the release on bail of Bookmaker 
Burton C. Webster, whose trial for the murder 
of Charles E. Goodwin, Jr., in the Percival 


Flats resulted last Saturday in a disagreement 
ofthe jury. Webster was not present. 

Mr. Howe said Webster had surrendered vol- 
untarily tive days after the shooting, and had 
spent nine mouths in jall. After a trial lastin 
nine days, in which the prosecution had use 
unusual efforts to convict, the jurors dejiber- 
ated nineteen hours over the evidence, and 
two-thirds of their number voted that Webster 
was not guilty. The chance of a future con- 
viction for murder in the first degree was, 
therefore, small. In any event there was no 
danger that the defendant would run away. 

Mr. Howe called Judge Cowing’s attention to 
three recent murder cases where the defendants 
had secured bail—those of Hyde,in Col. Fel- 
lows’s administration; Stable Keeper Gallivan, 
and Actor Webster. 

Judge Cowing said he was clearly of the opin- 
jon that Webster’s case was a Dailable one, but 
the statutes explicitly forbade any but a Su- 
preme Court Justice or a Judge of the Court of 
Oyer and Terminer to admit to bail a person 
cparged with murder. Judge Cowing granted 
Mr. Howe « denial without prejudice, on the 
ground of lack of power. 

This gives the defense the privilege of apply- 
ing for bail to any Justice of the Supreme Court 
or of the Court of Oyer and Terminer. Anap- 
plication will be made for bail to-day before a 
Supreme Court Justice,

THE YEAR AT THE MORGUE. 

The report of Morgue Keeper White shows 
that in 1891 7,654 bodies were received at the 
Morgue. Of these, 204 were of unknown dead, 
of which 97 were identified before burial, and 
107 were buried in the city cemetery unid i- 
tied. From Bellevue Hospital 1546 ao 
were received, 638 from the Charity Hospital, 
304 from the Homeopathic Hospital, 534 from 
the almshousg, 164 from the lunatic asylum, 
251 from the city insane asylum, 113 from the 
Hart's Island asylum, 154 from the Randall’s 
Island hospital, 52 from the workhouse, 12 
trom the penitentiary, and 674 from the Ran- 
dalls Island infant hospital. In the rivers and 
streets 3,182 bodies were found.

The correctness 
of this accounting, she says, she has no means 
of verifying. No payment in settlement of it 
has ever been made to her. Taking advantage 
of her helplessness, Mrs. Davis charges, the 
company has endeavored to constrain her to 
consent to the transfer of the rights of publica- 
tion to the United States Book Company and 
others with diminished royalties to herself. 

An affidavit is appended made by Joseph A. 
Dorrian, stating that the United States Book 
Company entered into an agreement with him 
for the sale on commission of Mrs. Davis's 
work, representing that through the failure of 
the Belford Company the United States Book 
Company had acquired all of the copies of the 
book in print and was responsible to Mrs. Davis 
for her royalties. 

Robert Belford makes affidavit that Mrs. 
Davis has never been paid the royalties agreed 
upon and that, although he never authorized it, 
he understands that the Belford Company has 
made some arrangement for handing over the 
sale of the book to the United States Book Com- 
pany. 


THE M’GINN MURDER.

HOW HIS SISTER, MRS. MARY HIMPLER, 
KILLED HIM. 


Mrs. Mary Himpler, who killed her brother, 
William H. McGinn, during quarrel at 165 
Seigel Street, Brooklyn, Sunday nignt, was ar- 
raigned before Coroner Lindsay yesterday and 
held to await the result of the inquest. The au- 
topsy, which Dr. Creamer held during the day, 
showed that Mrs. Himpler’s blow had severed 
MoGinn’s aorta and that death could not have 
been averted. 

Mra. Himpler is an unusually attractive-look- 
ing woman, about twenty-three years old, and 
is the wife of Anthony Himpler, a ropemaker, 
living at 75 Morrell Street. She has a four- 
month-old baby, and on Sunday took it with her 
when she went to the rooms of John Weigand, 
at 165 Seige) Street, to attend the christening of 
one of the Weigand children. Her brother, who 
was the driver of an ice wagon and lived with 
his sister in Morrell Street, was present, and 
during the course of the evening he drank very 
copiously. All hands drank freely, and by 9:30 
wereina fighting mood. McGinn meen | be- 
came angry because Mra, Himpler contradicted 
him, and he struck her in the mouth, cutting her 
lip She had her baby in her arms, but McGinn 
struck her two more blows. She merely called 
him a coward, and said: “I'd like to kill you.” 

McGinn laughed at her in a taunting way, 
and drawing a olasp knife from his pocket 
opened it and, handing it to Mrs. Himpler, 
said, “‘ Here, kill me now.” The woman seized 
the knife and struck one blow at her brother, 
the blade sinking into his left breast up to the 
hilt. McGinn did not realize how badly he was 
hurt and said, “ I’llrun over to the drug store 
and have the cut dressed.” He staggered across 
the street and into Weiss’s drug store, but he 
fell on the floor and died soon after being taken 
to the Eastern District Hospital. 

Mrs. Himpler sank down on the floor after 
stabbing her brother and, burrying her face in 
her baby’s lap, wept hysterically for half an 
hour. Then she went home and was arrested 
there about midnight. When she was told that 
her brother was dead all she said was, “ Is his 
life insured ¢”’ 
she said she was satistied. 








RESCUED BY THE FIREMEN. 


A FIRE IN JERSEY CITY IN WHICH FOUR 
EMPLOYES WERE INJURED. 


Superintendent Mayell shouted to the nine 
men and women employed in the United States 
Carpet Lining Company’s building, in Grand 
Street, near Van Vorat, Jersey City, to run for 
their lives just after they had begun work yes- 
terday morning.

THE INVERTROSSACHS ABANDONED. 

According to a report which came from Phila- 
delphia yesterday the big four-masted British 
ship Invertrossachs, which sailed from that 
port Feb. 15 for Caloutta, carrying the largest 
eargo of oil ever placed on board a sailing 


vessel, has either joined the fleet of derelicts or 
gone to the port of missing ships. The first 
intimation that the fine vessel had met mis- 
fortune was brought by the British steamship 
Orcino, which arrived at Gloucester, Mass., Feb, 
26. She sighted the clipper driving before a 
furious gale, with mainmast gone, boats cur- 
ried away, and sails torn into ribbons. 

Yesterday the tank steamship Beacon Light 
arrived in Philadelphia. She reported passing 
the steamship Mendelssohn, outward bound 
from Baltimore to Rotterdam. The Mendelssonn 
signaled that the Invertressachs had been 
abandoned and twenty-six of her crew saved. 
The Invertrossachs was a steel ship of 2,577 
tons. She was launched in Glasgow four months 
ago. Her owners are D. Bruce & Co. of Dundee. 
Sue had on board a cargo of 109,250 oases of re- 
fined petroleum. 





TELEPHONE WIRES IN BROOKLYN. 

Mayor Boody, Corporation founsel Jenks, and 
City Works Commissioner Adams of Brooklyn 
held a conference yesterday with W. D. Sargent, 
General Manager, and Gen. Wingate, counsel of 
the New-York and New-Jersey Telephone Com- 
pany, the latter desiring to have the old Elec- 
tric Subway Commission revived. Gen. Wingate 
made a speech yesterday, in which he said he 
had prepared two bills, one giving the power to 
the Mayor and the City Works Commissioner, 
and the other organizing a single-headed com- 
miseton.
